WORLD'S BEOORD BROKEN BT THE 
ORUISER MINNEAPOLIS. 


The Cramps’ Latest Boat Excels the High- 
est Speed Heretofore Credited to a War- 
ship, and the Manufacturers Will Re- 
ceive a Comfortable Bonus of $400,000 
as a Result of the Official TrialeAver- 
age Speed of 23.05 Nautical Miles, with 
One Bit in 25. 42. 

Boston, Mass., July. 14.—The new cruiser 
Minneapolis anchored off Boston Light at 
4:30 o’clock this afternoon, the proud holder 
of the world’s record for apeed of a warship. 
Two hours later the party who had enjoyed 
the distinction of being present on the fastest 
warship in the world landed in Boston. 

The requirements of the cantract were 
that the boat should make twenty-one nauti- 
cai miles per hour, and for each quarter of a 
knot above that figure the firm of Cramp & 
Son, builders, were to receive the sum of 
$50,000; hence when the five members of 
the Cramp family, who were present on the 
trip, saw the big anchor drop out of sight in 
the water at the close of the trial they had the 
satisfaction of knowing they were $400,000 
richer than when a few hours before they em- 
barked upon the exemplification,of the naval 
architect s art, : 

Conditions Are Favorable. 

The day and the elements were all favor- 
able to the Queen of the Seas and not a single 
accident or mishap of any kind happened to 
mar the trial trip. At 8 o’cléck the new 
cruiser started for Cape Ann, where it was to 
begin its journey of nearly eighty-eight nauti- 
cal miles for fame and money, and the long 
whistle, denoting that it was ready to go over 
the course, was blown soon after the twin 
lights on Thatcher’s Island came into view,

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new United States cruiser Minneapolis was 
the fastest armored vessel afloat.

and to the Minneapolis the usual three 
whistles, answered by the dipping of colors, 
for as yet the Minneapolis is not one of the 
fleet of Uncle Sam’s navy, and it was not the 
correct thmg to presume to answer by 
whistles the salute of one of the regular navy. 
The lapsed time from the start to the finish 
was three hours and forty-nine minutes.

They rejected a 
fair and square proposition to settle 
and attem pted not only to in- 
sult organized labor but, Mayor, Hopkins 
and the city authorities of Chicago as well. 
It is very evidently their purpose now to 
crush out labor organizations. ‘They ought to 
have more sense. 
all resources and combine all our forces to 
give the railroad companies a fight to the fin- 
ish regardiess of consequences. The great 
public should not appeal tous now. If they 
want freights moved, meats iced, thou- 
sands of cars of cattle moved in from the 
West and kept from perishing, let them 
turn to the General Managers who have re- 
fused to permit the strike to be declared off.

Little Vibration Noticeable. 


As it crossed the line of the first mark the 
engines were credited with making 124 revo- 
lutions a minute and the boildrs with 150 
pounds of steam. Despite the speed at which 
it was going it was remarked how little vibra- 
tion was noticeable. Still the great ship sped 
on and when it reached the buoy off the ar. 
mored cruiser New York the time noted was 
9:50:30 and the time taken to run thé two 
and nearly on2-half miles was 6:22, or at the 
rate of 22,22 nautical miles. 

The freight steamer Fern was the next 
stake and the distance between the New York 
and the Fern was 6.66 miles, and it was 
10:09:08 when Lieut. Drake on the after 
transit station announced that the cruiser had 
crossed the line, making the distance in 
18:36, or at the rate of 21.49 miles. Be- 
tween the Fern and the United States tug 
Fortune was the same distance as between 
the New York and the Fern. and this leg was 
made in the remarably fast time of 16:51, or 
at the rate of 23.71 nautical miles. This was 
said to be owing to the water being much 
deeper than on the previous leg. Here the 
engines were reported to be making 134 
revolutions per minute. 

From the Fortune to the cruiser Atlanta was 
6 4.10 miles and the run was made in 17:23, 
or at the rate of 22.06 miles, At an equi- 
distant point was the United States tug Ley- 
den from the Atlanta, and this run was made 
in 15:52, or at the rate of 21.20 miles per 
hour. Between the Leyden and the dynamite 
gun vessel Vesuvius was a ‘space of 7.74 
nautical miles, and this space was covered in 
21 254, or at the rate of 21.20 nautical miles 
per hour. 

Quicker Time Coming Back. 


The last leg of the run over the first half of 
the trial trip of 44 miles from Cape 
Ann to Cape Porpoise and return was the 
next to be run, and the distance 
between the Vesuvius and the dis- 
patch boat Dolphin, 7.74 nautical miles, was 
made in 18 minutes, 18 seconds, or at -the 
rate of speed of 25.42 miles, being the fast- 
est time made on the outward trip and caus- 
ing the members of the Board of Officers as- 
signed to attend the trial to open their eyes 
and the newspaper men on board to feel as 
though they were gomg through the air. 
The speed was perfectly satisfactory to all on 
board and the Minneapolis in the 
last few miles had demonstrated ‘hat she was 
not only capable of holding its own with its 
sister ship, but Was able to meet it and show 
it the lines of its stern at any time. One- 
half of the trip was a thing of the past and 
the time consumed in the forty-four knots was 
1:55:15 with an average speed of 22.90 


miles, as against 22.92 for the first half of 


the trial trip for the Columbia whose efforts 
the Minneapolis was trying to beat. 


On the Bun Back. 


The run back was started at 11:58:00, the 
time used in making the turn being 18:34.

Springers Arbitration Bill. 


In line with the 838 2 
m 1 lation in irection of settling 
— 1 bill introduced today in the 
House by Representative Springer and re- 
ferred to the Committee on bor. It pro- 
vides for the creation of a permanent na- 
tional board of arbitration, having head- 
quurters in Washington. The powers and du- 
ties of the board are specified us follows: — 

» Whenever differences or controversies 
arisc between railroad corporations or other 
transportation companies, engaged in the 
transportation of property or passengers 
among the States, or with foreign natione, or 
withiu the territory of the United States, or 
within Me District of (dlumbia, and the ein- 
ployés of said companiés; or whenever differ- 
ences of controversies arise between corpora- 
tions or companies engaged in the manufact- 
ure or mining of articies or products used in 
and essential to the carrying on by such cor- 
porations or companies of such com- 
merce and their employées, which dif- 
ferences ot controversics may hinder, 
unpede, obstruct, interrupt, or affect 
such trunsportation of property or passengers 
or such inter-State or foreign commerce, or 
which may hinder, impede, or obstruct the 
transportation of the mails of the United 
States; and whenever any differences or con- 
troversics ‘arise within eaid territory or 
within the District of Columbia between em- 
ployés and their employers, all such differ- 
ences or controversies may be settled by the 
National Board of Arbitration created by this 
act in the manner hereinafter provided.

WILL STRENGTHEN OTHER ORDERS 
Chief Sargent’s Opinion of the Effect of 
Debs’ Failure. 

Terre Haute, Iad., July 14.—Grand Mas- 
ter Sargent of the Firemen’s Brotherhood 
says the old brotherhoods will come out olf 
the Pullman strike stronger than before it 
was ordered, for it will demonstrate their 
conservative character. The laws of his or- 
der, he said, are made so us to prevent strikes 
as far as possible; that such a spirit should 
actuate all labor organizations. He added 
that at no time during the Pullman boycott 
was there any danger of a sympathy strike on 
the part of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen. He was sorry for those brotner- 
hood firemen who had gone out on this strike 
on their.own accord and had lost their jobs, 
but they knéw the consequences when they 
struck, as the firemen’s organization had no 
trouble with any of the railroads. Chief Sar- 
gent says he is a personal friend of Debs, and 
admits his honesty of purpose and his intel- 
lectual ability, but Debs madea mistake in 
ordering this sympathy strike of the Amer- 
ican Railway Union. What effect it would 
hu ve on Debs’ own organization he could not 
say, but hedid think it would make the old 
brotherhoods stronger. One effect it might 
have for a while would be to make it harder 
for the railway orgunizations to get conces- 
sions from tue com panies. 


DEPUTIES KILLING ONE ANOTHEK. 


The Notorioas R. A. Pate Accidentally 
Shot at Argenta, Ark. ° 
Lrrrie Rock, Ark,, July 14.— [Special. 
R. A. Pate, a Deputy Sheriff of Morriliton, 
was accidentally killed here this afternoon. 
He was one of a party of deputies gdarding 
railroad property at Argenta, on the opposite 
side of the river. He and John McDermott, 
another deputy. were on guard at the Iron 
Mountain round-house when a pistol fell 
from McDermott’s pocket and was dis- 
charged. ‘the ball entered Pate’s head. 
killing him almost instantly.. Pate became 
notorious two years ago, when his name was 
connected with the assassination of Col. John 
M. Clayton, who was kilied six miles from 
Morrillton four years ago. H.W. Burkhardt, 
a wandering telegraph operator, declared Pate 
hired u man by the name of Hickey to assas- 
sinate Clayton. Burkhardt said he was in the 
conspiracy also, but afterwards deserted the 
gang. Hickey was brought to Morrillton 
from Montane, and subsequently released for 
want of ovidence to hold him. Leading Ke- 
publicans here say they believe Pate knew 
something about the crime, but no evidence 
excepting Burkhardt’s testimony could be se- 
cured to implicate him. The best people of 
Morrillton believe him to be innocent.

STRIKERS IN CALIFORNIA FIGHT 
AGAINST THE INEVITABLE. 


Desperate Efforts Made to Prevent the 
Southern Pacific trom Moving Trains, 
but the Troops Afford Protection=Fire- 
man Beaten by a Mob- Leader of the 
Strikers Arrested for Causing the Wreck 
at the BridgeNight Trains Abandoned 
Sale of Overland Tickets Resumed. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 14.—The hopes 
of the Southern Pacific are rising. Aided by 
the strong arm of the Federal Government 
the company ix gradually gaining the mastery 
over the Americuti Railway Union. The 
strikers, however, are not giving up without 
a desperate struggle, end the end in not yet in 
sight.. Though passeager trains have been 
running throughout Northern California to- 
day it cannot be truly said that the blockade 
is broken. The trains running have been 
moved under cover of the military, and every 
train that has proceeded any considerable dis. 
tanec has been under heavy guard of soldiers, 

Notwithstanding the presence of these 
armed guards and a military force of 1,000 
men scattered through the railroad yards bn 
Oakland Mole, the strikers succeeded in fre- 
quently interrupting traffic at that point. At 
noon a mob of 200 strikers stopped an Oak- 
land suburban train at Wood street and at 
tempted to pull the fireman from the cub. 
Proinpt police interference prevented a delay 
of more than ten minutes. Later in the day 
another crowd, num pering fully 600 strikers, 
gathered at Seventh street and stopped the 
first-freight train that was started out. The 
non-union fireman was dragged from the lo- 
comotive, he was rescued by the police and 
escorted back to the engine, Again the mob 
interfered, and the engineer abandoned his 
comrade and pulled to the next siding. The 
fireman was badly hurt by the strikers. 

In the early evening the strikers stalled 
another train that had been taken from the 
yards under escort of two companies of ur- 
tillery. ove marching an either side. A mob 
of strikers ran far ahead and piled ties and 
stones upon the track, At Sixteenth street 
they succeeded in breaking the train in two. 
It was several hours before the trainmen 
could be got out of their predicament. But 
despite all the rioting and disorder there the 
officials succeeded in moving nearly all the 
local passenger trains on time. 

; First Through Passenger Train. 

A through passenger train from Los Ange- 
les—the first since the strike—arrived in the 
morning. On that train was a party of East- 
ern tourists in a Pullman coach who had been 
sidetracked over two weeks at Mojave, sur- 
rounded by the hot sands of the desert. The 
overland train known as the New Orleans Ex- 
press was also dispatched for Los Angeles at 
noon. The eveni train for Los Angeles, 
the overland train via Ogden, and the Oregou 
Express were not sent out. An overland 
train was dispatched for Ogden from Sacra- 
mento, however. Only thirty passengers. ten 
of whom were women, were on board. Other 
passenger trains left Sacramento almost on 
schedule time, but no trains were run without 
a military escort, 

At Sacramento the exciti event of tho 
day was the arrest of Harry 
the strikers at that point, for cunspiracy in 
connection with the wreck horror at the trestle 
west of Sacramento. Warrants were also out 
for two other members of the strikers’ Medi- 
ation committee on similar charges. Knox, 
who was taken to Woodland and in default of 
$25,000 bail thrown into jail, insists that he 
is innocent of the crime charged, and declares 
the Southern Pacific has affected his Arrest to 
destroy his influence with atrikers. 

This afternoon it was published that a con- 
fession had been made by Worden, the striker 
under arrest as a principal in the perpetration 
of the crime. In the alleged confession, it is 
said, Worden implicates Knox and the others, 
for whom warrants have been issued. 

Only Day Trains to Be Run. 

The Southern Pacific has 
announcing the opening of its offices for the 
sale of tickets overland at Los Augeles. It is 
stated that for the time being trains will not 
be run in Northern California at night time.

Some idea of the loss to the fruit industry 
on account of the strike is afforded in esti- 
mates by leading fruitmen. They estimate 
that at the present time 100 carloads of green 
fruit could be shipped duily to the East from 
Northern California. Some of the fruit that 
cannot be shipped is being dried, but the loss 
will be great. . 

At Los Angeles, where the strike is as good 
as over, the Southern Pacific Superintendent 
has posted a notice that no more men are 
wanted. In San Francisco, at the coast: di- 
vision headquarters, a iist containing the 
names of forty leading strikers has been post 
ed. These strikers will not be taken back, it 
is said. At San José, where considerable vio- 
lence was done, none of the strikers will be 
taken back. In Oakland and Sacramento the 
question of returning to work is not yet un- 
der discussion.

PACIFIC RAILWAY BILL COMPLETED. 
frovisions of the Measure FPracticatly 
Acreed To by the House Committee. 
| Wasminaror, D. C., July 14.—By a meeting 
| which lasted all day the House Committee on 
Pacitic Railways was able to finish the prob- 
lem which has engaged it throughout the 
session and to reach 4 practical agree- 
ment on a plan ‘for the settlement 
ot the debts of the Central and Union 
Pacific. The bill in ita main features is 
the one introduced by Chairman Reilly with 
some important amendments of the second 
draft of it. The time for settlement of the 
debt to the government is fixed at fifty years, 
semi-annual payments in liquidation of it to 
be made, Interest is to be at the rate of 3 
per cent per annum. The principal amend. 
ments agreed to today were in the direction of 
making ironeiad the governments hold upon 


} 


of its rights by the new arrangement; also in 
obliterating the provisions for a purchasing 
committee in case the property should change 
hands, the committee not deeming it best to 
anticipate such a contingency. 

According to the plan the first mortgages, 


| amounting to $65,000,000, will be paid as 


they mature, clearing the property of debts, 
on which it is paying 6 pet cent; the sinkin 
fund, now amounting to $18,000,000, wi 
be devoted to paying the first mortgage. The 
government's. lien, which will become the 
first lien under the plan, will draw interest at 
8 per cent, the princival * paid in gradu. 
uted semi-annual payments through a period 
of fifty years. Propositions were ‘made 
during the discussion to have this period 
reduced to forty years, but it was 
concluded that in the present condition of the 
roads they could not be expected to meet such 
requirements. The period of fifty years is a 

uction to one-half of the time originally 
proposed in the bill. 

One member of the committee made a stand 
for government ownership, taking the posi- 
tion held by the California members of Con- 
dress, Maguire and Geary. His views did not 
gain the support which they might have won 
if it had seemed clear that the railroads would 
become paying property in the hands 
of government. Even had 
that | been the prospect most of 
the committeemen expressed themselves as 
opposed to government ownership on general 
principles. Under the bill, however, the gov- 
ernment will foreclose if the corporations 
fail to moet their payments. 

The amended bill will be printed and sub 
mitted to the committee early in the week 
when a formal vote will by taken. The Sen- 
ate committee. of whi Senator Brice is 
Chairman, has held no meetings lately and is 
understood to have been waiting for the 
House committee to take the initiative and 
frame a bill which it can pass. 


CHINESE BRUTALLY BEAT TWO WOMEN. 


Missionaries at Canton Suffer for an Act 
of Kindness. 


pers arrived by the steamer Victoria chron- 
icle a serious attack upon two women of the 
American Presbyterian Mission at Canton, 
June 11. as the result of which it is said one 


of them may die. 

Miss Bemler and Miss Halverstone are tho 
names of the unfortunate missionaries of 
mercy whose miehap was solely due to their 
mistaken ministrations. They were walking 
in Honam in thé afternoon and came across a 
Chinaman, evidently in a dying condition, by 
the side of the fad. With tender care they 
raised him.and procured a cup of tea, while 
one of them applied smelling salts 
to the man's nostrils and conversed 
with him. They so far yevived the. man 
as to enable him to walk a few yards with 
support, but while conveying him on a sapan, 
with the intention of placing him in a hos- 
pital, some Chigese who had gathered around 
asked if anything had been administered to 
him by the foreign women. When they 
learned something had been done for the man 
they speedily made demonstrations of resent- 
ment, and unhappily at this moment the ob- 
ject of the women’s attention expired. 

Instantly they were embroiled in a wordy 
altercation with the surrounding mob and in 
u moment or two thé indignation of the 
crowd vented itself with brutal force. Mies 
Bemiler escaped nuked and bleeding, after 
receiving a stab in the thigh, to a friendly 
Chinaman’s shop, but it looked like a des- 
perate case for Miss Halverstone, who, ‘torn 
and wounded, was endeavormg to reach 
the customs station close at band. 
Fortunately J. H. Barton, one of the 
officers at the station. observed her 
predicament and hurrying to the scene was 
able to rescue her, he, too, being wounded. 
Shortly afterward from Forsythe and Luke a 

rty of customs officers rescued Miss Bem- 
er, who was in the Chinainan’s shop in mo- 
mentary danger of being attacked ‘by the 
enraged natives outside. The mob followed, 
shouting and howling until the mission house 
was reached, Miss Bemier’s wound has since 
given her troubie, while her companion has 
8 collapsed under the mental strain 
and lies at the point of death.

MR. ROGERS INDULGES IN DEBS RANT. 


Addresses a Meeting of Sympathizers and 
Says the Strike Is On.“ 
Ex-Dictator Debs did not appear at the 
meeting of the American Railway Union held 
last fight at No. 82 Lake street. He was re: 


ported indisposed, and Editor Rogers of the 
Railway Bulletin, the organ of the strikers, 
spoke as his representative. According to Mr, 
Rogers the public has acquired a_ totally in- 
corrett view of the state of things now exist- 
ing. The strike is not over, and the strikers 
never occupied a stronger position than they 
do now. All they strove for, except one thing 
which they are still out to win, hals been won, 
and their moral victory is complete. 

We started out with a demand for arbitra- 
tion, and we have won our point, for Presi- 
dent Cleveland has appointed an arbitration 
board, and the whole nation and. the whole 
world commends the principle of arbitra- 
tion. All that is left for us to do fs to put our 
men back in the places they left, and that we 
will do also.“ 

Mr. Rogers had much to say in criticism of 
the courts, the press, the corporations, and the 
Federal Government. As to President Cleve- 
land, however, he had behaved no worse than 
President Harrison would have done. The 
press he accused of falsifying news persist- 
ently, especially in relation to the col- 
lapse of the strike, which he stated 
to a fiction invented to deceive the 
public at large ana to intimidate strikers 
in places remote from headquarters. Bulle- 
tins signed Debs had been sent to all points 
purporting to order the strike off, but the 
local leaders had telegraphed to headquarters 
to verify these bulletins, in accordance with 
previous instructions, and had found that the 
strike was not ordered off. 

The action of the Trade and Labor Assem- 
bly and also of the Labor Federation was in 


accordance with the wishes of the American - 


Mr. Rogers is to be be- 
lieved. The situation had changed 
in consequence of President Cleve. 
land’s action on arbitration, and therefore 
there was no need to call on these bodies or 
the Knights of Labor to extend the strike. 
All that was left now to fight for was the re- 
instatement of the American Railway Union 
men who had gone out, and all that was need-

Mr. Rogers succeeded in raising considera- 
ble enthusiasm among his audience, which 
howled as if it thought itself in the full tide 
of victory.

He puts chrome or chromium in the 
projectiles, and this material he will substitute 
in the plate for nickel, and no carbon for e 
ening will be used. The chrome is a very ard 
material and is found extensively in this 
country and in Europe, particularly Germany. 
e deposits of it around Balti- 
more. Mr. Wheeler thinks the fault of hard- 
ening plates, especially the thickness gf sev- 
enteen and eighteen inches, is that yéu can- 
not tell how far it penetrates. You may think 
the hardness “beng into the plate for some lit- 
tle distance, when it really may be close to 
the surface, Such a plate when treated might 
break off chisels and meet all the other require- 
ments, yet a lively projectile would soon re- 
veal its weakness. /

DID NOT INTERRUPT TRAFFIC. 


A Rallroad Bridge in Switzerland Weigh- 
ing 546 Tons Raised Five Feet. 

The raising of a bridge in Switzerland upon 
the line of the International railway from 
Paris to Vienna has attracted considerable 
attention from the methods pursued, which 
are described by Locomotive Engineering. 
The occasion for the change was the river 
crossed—the -Rhine—had lost in the 
sectional area of the passage be- 
tween the piers about 25 per cent 
in thirteéu years, owning to the deposition of 
gravel and sediment, while the high-water 
level had risen to such an extent as to pile 
floating débris six feet deep on the bridge 
floor in times of flood. The alterations in- 
cluded some reénforcements, besides the rais- 
ing of the whole structure about five feet. The 
— was continuous over a center pier, and 
had two main vertical posts there and four 
vertical end posts. To each of these posts an 
inclined strut was attached in a trans- 
verse vertical plane, presenting a sur- 
face for the top of a hydraulic jack 
to act upon. Eight special 100-ton jacks 
were used, with an eight-inch stroke and a 
working pressure of 400 atmospheres, the 
piston being nearly 0.7 in diameter. The 
fluid used was a mixture of water, alcohol, 

Sixteen men operated the 


and glycerine. : 
jacks, their movements bemg synchronized 


y a code of signals designed to secure uni- 
formity of action. The bridge was raised a 
foot or two by short lifts, followed up by 
thorough blocking, and then building under 
one course of cut stone masonry. The total 
load was 546 tons, and the maximum load 
on a single jack was eighiy-seven tons, 
The bridge was raised in four stages during 
intervals between trains. The longest inter- 
val between trains was about two hours. The 
weight of trains was rigidly restricted during 
the time the bridge was undergoing repairs, 
and theit speed was limited fo three miles an 
hour in crossing the bridge. In addition, a 
special block system was organized upon that 
section of she line upon which the bridge is 
located, so that operations could be suspended 
and the track restored five minutes before the 
arrival of a train at the site. 


NEW ENGINE FOR BURNING OIL. 


English luvention for Driving 
Launches and Small Yachts. 

The English papers describe a new form of 
oil engine, designed for driving launches or 
small yachts. They are made by a firm at 
Portsmouth, England, and it is reported that 
one of them has developed sixteen horse- 
power by Wake measurement. The engine 
has four cylinders, located in pairs 90° apart, 
and received two impulses at every revolu- 
tion. To make the engine start easier three 
of the cylinders are thrown out of compres- 
sion, and the engine is started with a single 
cylinder. As soon as the one eylinder causes 
an impulse the others are thrown into gear. 
Another advantage pf the four cylinders 
Which is pointed out, is that oy shutting off 
the oil from one, the speed of the engine 
ean be reduced to about forty revolutions. 
The engine is fitted with two lamps, one to 
each pair of cylinders, each lamp heating its 
own vaporizer and ignition tube. The air is 
Also heated by the same means by passing 
through a hollow cylinder forming the casing 
to the lamp. The supply of oil is regulated 
by the size of grooves in the reciprocating 
spindles of the supply mechanism, but for 
various grades of oil the air can be regulated. 

An improvement is considered to have 
been made in constructing the sides of the 
secondary tank of reservoirs for the dil sup- 
ply attached to the engine of glass, as in this 
manner it can be seen at a glauce that the 
oil supply is all right. The exhaust valves 
are, worked positively, and derive their 
motion from the crank shaft by 
means of cams, The crank is incased 
and works in oil, The reversing is done 
by a set of helical wheels thrown in gear by a 
friction clutch, and this arrangement has been 
found to answer very well. The shaft when 
going ahead is coupied direct by means of the 
friction clutch, and it is only in going astern 
that the wheels have anything todo. As they 
run ina bath of oil the wear and tear and 
noise are all said to be very small. The en- 
gine drives a fifty-foot steel yacht of nine feet

* a court of appeals. This will benefit the 
railroads, because it will take the tight out of 
those who are pugnaciously inclined. There 
ig no reason why the railroad companies 
should not like it, President Cleveland has 
acted meritoriously.

EAST RIVER TUNNEL FINISHED, 


It Will Carry Gas Mains from Generators 
to the Service Pipes in New York. 

New Yorks, July 14.—/[ Special. |—The great 
tunnel of the East River Gas company is fin- 
ished through from East Seventy-first street 
to Ravenswood, Long Island City, and Mon- 
day next at noon President Emerson McMill- 
an, Secretary George G. Haven, Chief En- 
gineer Charles M. Jacobs, and the Board of 
Directors will take a few invited people 
through it. Since May, 1892, with 
short respites, gangs ef thirty-five 
men each have been working night and day, 
one from the Ravenswood end, the other fam 
the New York end of the hole in the ground, 
and at last 1,700 feet from Seventy-first 
street and 800 feet from the Ravenswood 
shaft the drills of the two gangs clashed to- 
gether, and five minutes later a workman 
crawied through a hole in the heading just big 
enough to admit the passage of his body. 
This morning the hole was cleared out. so 
that the tunnel was completed so far as the 
excavation is concerned. Two shafts, each 
nine feet square, were sunk, one at the foot 
of Seventy-first street, on the bluff 
that overhangs East River there; the other in 
Ravenswood. These shafts are rigged with 
elevators. They descend to the level of the 
floor of the tunnel. That is 135 feet down 
in the earth on the New York side and 147 
feet at Ravenswood. The tunnel is 2,541 
feet long, 10 feet wide, and 8½ feet high in 
the center of the arch. The tunnel, almost a 
half mile long, passes under Biackwell’s Isi- 
and, the west and the east channels of the 
East River. It is designed to carry three im- 
mense gas mains from generators at Ravens- 
wood to the mains that will feed the service 
pipes of the East River Gas company in New 
York, *

It was found necessary for her to 
learn * again. She even acquired 
by new efforts the arts of spelling, reading, 
writing, and calculating and gradually be- 
came acquainted with the persons and ob- 
jects around, like a being for the first time 
brought into the world. In these exercises 
she made considerable proficiency. But, 
after a few months, another fit of somnolency 
invaded her. On rousing from it she found 
herself restored to the state she was in before 
the firet paroxysm; but was wholly ignorant 
of every event and occurrence that had be- 


fallen her afterward.”’ 


A like return of memory sometimes occurs 
in drunkenness, asin the case of the Irish 
porter who, having lost a package while 
drunk, got drunk agaii and remembered 


where he had left it. 


Dr. Reynolds tells of a clergyman appar- 
ently in good health who went through the 
pulpit service with perfect consistency, his 
choice of hymns and lessons being all related 
to the subject of the sermon.

Changes in the Law Which Gp into Effect 
the Coming Fall.

BLISS OF CHICAGO MAKES RECORDS. 


The Little Hercules Makes Three Astound- 
ing Records at Waltham. ? 

WartHaM, Mass., July 14.—([Special.}— 
Three world’s bicycle records broken anda 
new world’s record created and broken at the 
same time are the bright pages in the history 
of the sport which were written at the Wal- 
tham track this afternoon. 

Julian P. Bliss of Chicago broke existing 
world’s murks for both the flying and stand- 
ing paced miles, and Nat Butler of Cam- 
bridgeport broke the existing world’s mark 
for the flying class a mile. 

F. M. Haggerty and C. G. Williams created 
a class A record for the flying tandem mile 
and at the same time broke all existing tandem 
records ever made. 

The flymg mile was made by Bliss in 1:54 
45. The best previous mark was made 
by J. S. Johnson at the Waltham track June 
26, 1894, when he did the distance in 1:56. 

The st ding mile was made by Bliss in 
2:00. The best time for this distance was 
2:00 2-5, made last October by Harry Tyler 
at Springfieid. 

Nat Butler's class A mile was done in 
2:01 2-5. The best previous time was made 
by Arthur W. Poster at Waltham June 26, 
1894, in 2:03. 

The tandem mile was done in 1 minute 
59 3-5 seconds. The best previous tandem 
mile ever ridden was done at Springfield last 
October by Eddie McDuffee and James Clark 
in 2 minutes 1 1-5 seconds. 

It was the greatest day the Waltham track 
ever saw, and it is safe to say that it will see 
few such other days in its history. The at- 
tendance was not large, but the events were 
of such a sensational and significant nature 
that it will go down in cycling history as dis- 
tinctively a record day. There were a couple 
of scrub racing events to comply with the law 
of 1 racing board on the subject of record 
trials. 

And they furnished as good racing as is 
seen on a track in a longtime, In the integ- 
missions between the heats the record per- 
formances were run off. The day was a per- 
fect one for record work on wheels, That

MRS, SIMPSON ROBBED. 


Confronted by a Bargiar With a Revolver 
She Gives Him All Her Money. 


A burglar entered the residence of George 
Simpson at No. 810 Madison street, Evans- 
ton, yesterday afternoon, and at the point of 
a revolver compelled Mrs. Simpson, who was 
alone in the house, to give him all the money 
she had, which was but a small amount. The 
burglar then made his escape and thus far 
the police have made no arrests. The rob- 
’ bery occurred at 5 o’clock.. Mrs. Simpeon 

was sitting in®the parlor reading when she 
was startled by the sound of some one walk- 
ing about the house. 

Upon turning her head she was confroated 
by a rough-appearing man who pointed a re- 

volver at her head and demanded that she 
make no putcry or he would blow out her 
brains. Mrs. Simpsan was too frightened to 
speak and did not attempt to move. The 
‘burglar then demanded that she surrender to 
him all the money in her possession. This 
request was quickly complied with and 
‘Mrs. Simpson gave him her pocketbook 
containing $20. The burglar left the house 
and started on a runfor a small clump of 
trees about a block east of the Simpson resi- 
- dence. As soon as possible Mrs. Simpson 
notified the neighbors, and some of them 
notified the South Evanston police. Several 
officers searched the groves in the neighbor- 
hood, but were unable to find a suspect. Mrs. 
Simpson was prostrated by the fright.

FINDS ARSENIC IN MINARD’S BODY. 


Poison in the Liver Which May Not Come 
from Embalming Fluid. 

The aspect of the investigation into the 
cause of Attorney W. C. Minard’s sudden 
death Jan. 8 has become serious. Dr. Sauis- 
bury of the Women's Medical College has flu- 
ished his examination of the vital organs, re- 
cently taken from the body, and Attorney 
Edward O’Brien, who is directing the investi- 
gation, says the expert has found traces of 
arsenical poison in the liver. Mr. Minarg 
died in convulsions. The attorney 
willed and subsequently deeded to 
his wife all his property on bis 
death bed. The wife died shortly after her 
husband of smallpox. Mrs. Melinda Hayes, 
Minard’s mother-in-law, now has possession 
of the estate. Attorney O’Brien says he will 
make complaint to the authorities tomorrow. 
It was claimed that the arsenic might have 
reached the liver through embalming fluid in- 
jected at the wrist. Drs. Moley and Lynett 
went to Oswego, exhumed the body, and 
found that there was no trace of arsenic in the 


} arteries or of any injection. 


DROWNED IN TEACHING SWIMMING. 


George Cate Jr. Overcome by Cramps While 
Instructing His Young Brothers. 
George Cate Jr. of No. 3960 Cottage Grove 
avenue was drowned yesterday afternoon 
while bathing in the iake at the foot of 
Thirty-ninth street. He had gone out with 
his two young brothers to teach them 
to .swim, and, although an expert 
swimmer, he was suddenly overcome 
by cramp and sank before a crowd of 
witnesses who were unable to rescue him. 
Cate complained in the morning of feeling in 
poor physical condition. His body was not 
recovered for more than two hours. He was 
21 years of age and athietic and fond of the 
water. Two years ago he rescued a drowning 
man in Lake Michigan off the shore on the 
North Side and was highiy commended for 
his heroism at the time. Until recently he 
was employed by Leroy Payne and was a fa- 
vorite with his fellow-workmen.

their tracks within the city limits of 
Chicago they have five years in which 
to complete the work. Messrs. Wright and 
McFadon, counsel for the corporations 
named, however, say in all probability the 
work of elevating the tracks will commence 
soon and be pushed to completion within the 
shortest possible time; Within thirty days of 
the approval of the ordinance by Mayor Hop- 
kins the railroads must deposit the $100,000 
in the City Treasury to be used 


in the payment of damages accruing to 


abutting property, When this sum is 
paid over the railroads will find it expensive 
to delay the work, and there is no disposition 
on their part to doso. Three weeks yet re- 
main in which the companies directly inter- 
ested may finally accept the terms of the 
ordinance, but there has been a conference 
and a mutual understanding, and the formal 
aceeptance isa mere matter of detail that is 
sure to follow. 

The tracks of the two companies, four and 
six in number, parallel each other from the 
Rock Island Depot south to Sixty-first street. 
The expense of elevation to that point is to be 
shared by the two companies according to 
terms hereafter to be agreed upon. The 
length of trackage that the Lake Shore line 
must elevate is seven miles and of the Rock 
Island a trifle less. 

The elevation is to begin at the south side 
of the right of way of the St. Charles air 
lime, near Sixteenth street. On the part 
of the Rock Island the elevation is 


to extend until it reaches the present 


level of the tracks at Seventy-second street, 
and on the part of the Lake Shore from the 
same place of beginning until it reaches the 
present level of the yards southeast of Sixty- 
third street in Englewood. 

Height of the Elevation. 

The height of elevation is to vary slightly 
at different street intersections, but tne fol- 
lowing summary of elevations at principal 
streets where there are to be subways will 
give an idea of the magnitude of the under- 
taking: 

At Twentieth street, the first on the South 
Side at which there is to be a subway, the ele- 
vation is to be eight and a half feet above city 
datum; at Archer avenue, nine and a half 
feet; at Twenty-secot d street, eleven feet; at 
Twenty-ninth street, nine and a hulf feet; at 
Thirtieth street, ten and a -quarter 
feet; at Thirty-third street, nine feet; 
at Fortieth street, ten feet; at 
Forty-third street four and a half 
feet; at Forty-seventh street, 8¢ feet; at 
Fifty-first street, 5 # feet; at Fifty- 
thi street, 6 feet; Fifty-fifth to 
Sixty-first streets, inclusive, 9 feet; at Six- 
ty-third street on the Lake Shore, 8 feet; at 
State street, 7½ feet? at Sixty-third street on 
the Rock Island. 10 feet; at Sixty-sixth and 
Sixty-seventh streets on the Rock Island, 10 
feet; at Normal parkway, 9 feet. 

The present level of the tracks at street in- 

ms is not in all instances at city 
datum. The tracke are usually a little higher, 
so that an elevation of a given number of feet 
above city datum does not mean that they are 
to be elevated the given distance above the 
existing level of the tracks. 

Except where otherwise specifically noted 
and defined the following general dimensions 
and structural data apply to all subways: 
Width between walis, 66 feet; width of road- 
ways between curbs, 38 feet; width of.side- 
waiks, 14 feet each. The depression of all 
sidewalks shall be uniform with that of the 
roadways, and it shall be at the standard ele- 
vation above the same at the curo lines 
throughout. The floors of the subways shall 
extend not less than ten feet beyond the por- 
tale of the subways at each end.

inches. These subways are at Twenty-second, 
Twenty-sixth, Thirty-first, Thirty-fifth, Thir- 
ty-ninth, Root, Fortf-seyenth, Sixty-first, 
Sixty-third, State, Sixty-fifth. and Sixty-ninth 
streets. The sidewalks are to have a mini- 
mum clearance or head room of'se ven and a 
half feet. 

The railroad companies are to pay all the 
cost of elevating the tracks and depressing the 
streets and are tolight thesubways. They are 
also to provide for sumps and pay the expense 
of pumping out water where the street depres- 
sion is forced below the sewerage system level. 
Upon payment of the $100,000 required: by 
the ordinance the city relieves the railroads 
from all consequential damuges, such as the 
payment of damages to abutting property- 
owners by reason of the lowering of the street 
grades or the elevation of the tracks. 

The entire length and width of roadways in 
subways on all of the streets affected by the 
ordinance are to be paveg by the railway com- 
panies with a single course of vitrified brick 
of standard quality, resting on a solid founda- 
tion of hydraulic cement concrete nine inches

Whenever in the future streets are vacated 
by the City Council the same is to be done 
without cost or expense to the railroad com- 
panies, 

Prob «ble Cost and Saving. 

When arked to estimate the cost of the 
work one of the Rock Island officials said: 

„Waile we expect to begin this work at 
once and push it to an early completion we 
have not gone into the details of the cost. In 
round numbers we expect it will cost not less 
than $2,500,000. This sum capitalized at 5 
per cent represents an annual interest charge 
of $125,000 a year.

As compared with the latest 
prices of the previous day September wheat 
closed / cent lower, corn , cent lower, cate 
cent lower, cash rye steady, barley steady, 
flaxseed 1 cent higher, September pork and 
lard steady, and ribs 2% cents higher.

BuatHersxtre Soverziex, who tries to 
he is whipped, has the impudence to threaten 
to exhaust every resource at his command, 
and to die game if he loses.

That is as 
much as to say that whena gang of rowdies 
attacks a number of people ‘who are going 
peaceably about their own business in the 
streets or in their stores and offices, it is 
the latter, not the rowdies, who are to be 
asked to desist from making trouble. The 
leader of the rowdies claims credit for having 
met more than half way the assaulted persons 
who had given them. no cause of offense. 
That is just the trouble. The rowdies went 
not only half way but the whole distance to 
make the attack and the party assaulted has 
not moved one inch from the ground it orig- 
inally occupied. It needs not now either to 
recede or advance, so far as the assailants are 
concerned. ‘he latter have got into trouble 
and must take the consequences. 


A REMEDY FOR RAILROAD . 
It is stated that prominent men in Wash- 


amending the inter- State commerce law with 
a view to protecting the railroads of the 
United States from a recurrence of a calam- 
itous strikeguch as the one which is just end- 
ing. The trend of opinion there seems to be 
to provide fora “compulsory arbitration ”’ 
of such difficulties and disputes as may arise 
between railway managers and their em- 
ployés. But it cannot be forgotten that com- 
pulsion is not arbitration, and that unless 
both parties to a dispute to submit 
abide by the resulting awed tbe 1 
is a law process from first to last and not ar- 
bitration at all. Hence one muy ask if 
there is not some other way in wich the 
contentious relations between railroad 
companies and their employéscan be adjusted 
by a process which is self-acting and will per- 
manently prevent the recurrence of strikes, 
boycotts, walkouts, and riots on thesrailroads, 
with their attendant infliction of immense 
annoyance and pecuniary loss to the innocent 
general public, which ought not to be made a 
party to the railroad strife? If so, it should 
be adopted, for the interests of the country 
are paramount to those involved in any 
merely personal dispute between the trans- 
portation com panies and theiremployés. Thus 
far no scheme has been evolved that has at- 
tracted attention or seems calculated 
to attaitz the much to be desired result. And 
yet sucha scheme is not impossible to dis- 
cover. 

We have none of these “strike” troubles 


ing navigation on the oceans and lakes have 
preserved our marine commerce, and pro- 
tected life and property on the high seas from 
strikes, revolts, and piracies for fully a hun- 
dred years past. Could not we adopt some 
modification of that law which would be ap- 
plicable to inter-State commerce on land? 
One which, without being sv rigorous, or pro- 
viding such heavy pains and penaltiés, would 
be effectual to enforce the recognition of per- 
sonal rights to the individual while prevent- 
ing strikes, fights, and ruptures with all their 
damagmg consequences to the country at 
large? 

Let us suppose the inter-State railroad com- 
pani ere required by Congress to make 
contracts with all the men engaged in tho dif- 
ferent vocations directly connected with the 
movement of trains, this comprising those 


‘who load, unload, and switch cars and trains, 


engineers, firemen, brakemen, and conduct- 
ors. The arrangement might be extended to 
other departments, and by State laws to lines 
within a single State if deemed advisable. 
The men should be required to contract to 
work faithfully for a stated ferm of service 
at a named compensation and to give and re- 
ceive notice of, say, one month or more, ex- 
cept by mutual consent, the men to be pun- 
ished by fine of pay if they do not keep their 
agreements, and the employing company 
when there happens to be no work to lay 
them off on waiting orders and return 
them to the pay-rolls when there is anything 
to do, but reserving the right to discharge for 
notorious carelessnegs, inefficiency, inebria- 
tion, or gross misconduct. 

The men might be made fast friends of thé 
company instead of its enemies and feel a 
strong personal interest in remaining in its 
service and to see it prosper by adopting some 
such plan as is in force am the workers in 
Germany, devised by the great brain of Bis- 
marck, Suppose the original contract to pro. 
vide for the withholding of, say, 2 per cent 
from the monthly wages of every man, and 
the putting of this with, say, 1 per cent of the 
gross earnings of the company into a fund to 
be invested by a competent government offi- 
cial in sound railroad bonds. The employés 
who were in the service at the adoption of the 
plan should be allowed to date back to the 
time when they entered it, and with this pro. 
vision should be entitled to draw pensions 
after having served a stated number of years. 
At the close of, say, thirty years of faithful 
service a man ought to be entitled to, 
say, not less than half the average 
compensation he received for the last 
three previous years. If incapacitated by 
disease or by accident in the service before 
the end of 30 years he should be entitled to a 
fair ratio of pension. If the employé died in 
the service of the company hie widow or chil- 
dren should be entitled to a pension, the 
amoudt of which and the details in some 
other cases would have to bé left to the pro- 
visions of the law or to competent authority, 
and the same or some other might be charged 
with the duty of periodically fixing the rate of 
wages to be paid in each of the different de. 
partments during the ensuing term. 

Under such an arrangement as here hastily 
outlined the average employé would have no 
desire to strike, knowing that if he threw up 
his situation in a manner tending to interfere 
with the proper working of thejroad he wou.d 
forfeit ail claim to the pension fund and have 
no right or title to any of the money which 
had been retained from his wages, It would 
be to him an inducement to faithful service

ization of the men would be all the more val- 
ua ble because it would powerfully counteract 
the present tendency towardsa favoring of 
State socialism by the workers, who are told 
by their misleaders that socialism, which kills 
personal liberty, is the only remedy for their 
alleged grievances. 

It may be added that if the railroad man- 
agers of the country would take up this 
thought, and ask for some such plan worked 


out in detail as this to be legalized, they would be 


take the very best and most effective step to- 
wards preventing future boycotts and interfer- 
ence with tneir roads in the performance of 
their duty to the public as common carriers. 
It would increase the value of their properties 
and promote faithful, reliable service and 
contentment on the part of their employés. 


THE WORTHLESSNESS OF STRIKES. 

A body of men hired by an employer want 
higher wages, or fewer hours in the working 
day, or they wish to resist a proposed change 
in either, or to effect some change in the mode 
of conducting the business. They cease work 
in a body, usually simultaneously, and often 
with little or no notice of intention to do so. 
They act on the theory that the damage they 
can do their employeris such that, as a choice 
between two evils, he would rather accede to 
their demands than suffer the loss they would 
inflict on him by suspending work ‘indefinitely 
and perhaps preventing any other men from 
filling the places vacated by them. This is 
called a strike. 

The winning of a strike depends on two con- 
ditions. If employment be scarce, with fall- 
ing prices for the articles. made ‘by the labor 
of the strikers, they fail in 99 cases out of 
100. The employer caonot work on the 
terms demanded, and closes his establishment 
till times improve or the men yield. On the 
other hand, if work be brisk and prices firm 
or rising, the employer will concede the de- 
mand, ora part of it, and the strike is rated 
as a successful one. If the business condt. 
tions be midway between these extremes, or 
what may be called neutral, much will de- 
pend on the resoluteness with which the em- 
ployer holds out. If he be astubborn man 
the chances are the men will give in first, be- 
cause they are at a relative disadvantage. 
In this. and ali other cases of strike, 
the worker ceases to earn money 
when he quits work, His income is cut off, 
and he has to fall back on small savings or 
contributions from other union workers, or 
charity, which is apt to tire before long, while 
the employi individual, firm, or corpora- 
tion has a larger capital to fall back upon and 
loses only the profits usually made on the 
work, in comparison with total loss of income 
to the worker. On the average the employer 
is five times better off than the striker in this 
respect, a protracted contest mani the 
latter deprivation and misery similar do those 
ofa long besieged city, in which the people 
are reduced to the necessity of eating rats and 
mice and boiled leather. 

Whether the strike be technically bel or 
lost, the almost uniform experience in the 
United States is that the struggle ends disas- 
trously for the strikers. It takes a long time 
to recover lost ground, if at all, and it well 
may be asked why they should be so ready to 
open up a civil war against their employers, 
repeating over and over again the experience 
of the man who undertook to freeze his woolly 
dog to death, as related by President Lincoln. 
It is because the salaried, idle jawsmiths at 
the head of the trades organizations feel they 
must do something to make the dupes Willing 
to keep on maintainmg them in office. — If 
there were ho strikes, no serious agitation be- 
tween workmen and their employers, the 
men would go less often to the lodges 
and hire. fewer professional -agitators 
to poison’ the minds of members and 
imbue them with anarehigtic notions, The 
toilers would not be told so regularly at their 
lodge meetings that their employers are over- 
reaching, swindling bloodsuckers who pinch 
big profits out of their slaves, the latter 
being justified in taking revenge whenever 
that may be possible. Being filled up with 
this kind of misinformation the men are 
ready to strike every time they are ordered to 
do se by their professional jaw acrobats, who 
do no work with their hands and do not 
trouble themselves to master the elemental 
principles of political economy, still less to 
instruct the men in these things. 

If the labor leaders were wise enough and 
sufficiently anxious really to benefit their 
followers, they would tell the men that when 
a boss makes money he does it out 
of the public, from his customers instead of 
his employés, that big profits are the excep. 
tion, many employers of labor failing ia busi- 
ness for every one who arcumulates a fortune, 
They would expiain that labor and the cost of 
raw material, itself the product of other 
labor, transportation, taxes, and insurance, 
have to be paid for out of the selling price of 
the product, and that if the employer cannot 
sell that product ata sfficiently high price 
to pay all the costs of production he must 
cease to do business. They would instruct 
the men that the employers all the time are 
sharply competing against each other and 
have to vary the selling prices of their goods 
in order to secure markets. 

If we had some arbitration court that would 
explain these important things to the em- 
ployés it would work a world of good by 
proving to them that there is no necessity for 
the work of the strike leader; that he does 
them harm instead of good, and that their 
truest interests would be subserved by avoid- 
mg strikes to damage their employers, which 
always inflict more harm on themselves than. 
on their ** bosses.”’ 


HE DENIES IT. 

Mayor Hopkins denies angriiy the truth of 
the story that Gen. Miles called on him and 
gave him thirty minutes in which to agree to 
do his duty in dealing with the rioters, 
threatening that the President would pro- 
claim martial law if the Mayor failed to do 
his duty. But there is one thing which Mayor 
Hopkins cannot deny truthfully and that is 
that he did not make the police do their duty 
when the riotous features of the boycott 
began to make their appearance when the 
crowds of loafers and hood lums began con- 
gregating in railroad yards and along rail- 
road tracks and commenced stoning railroad 
em ployés who stuck to their work. He ought 
to have rapped the rioters on the head the 
minute they showed themselves. Had that 
been done energetically, as George Swift 
would have done, the second mob would not 
have gathered. 

Congressman Amos Cummings was right 


in his statement that a riot never would have, 


been allowed to get the headway in Ney York 
that it did in Chicago, as Supt. Byrnes 
would have used the hickory freely at the be- 
ginning of the riot and there would have been 
no further disturbance. Tammany biack- 
mails everything, but it will not tolerate riot- 
ing, and Tammany police force knows 
how to stop it. Mayor Hopkins could have 
driven the rioters from the railroad property 
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THE STSIKERS A AND “THE TRIBUNE.” 

Tus repeatedly warned them that 
such would be the inevitable outcome of their 
shortsighted action and for this it was roundly 
denounced by the salaried labor agitators, 
some of whom were asses enough to propose 
that it be included in a comprehensive boy - 
cott of institutions and individuals which they 
supposed to be unfriendly to them and their 
cause. In reality Tun Tau was the truest 
and best friend of the deluded strikers and 
showed its friendship by trying to induce 
them to look at the matter in a sensible, prac- 
tical light, and thereby keep out of the pit. 
Had they taken its. advice instead of that 
given by one or two fool friend papers it 
would have been hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in their pockets ; some of them would 
have avoided crime and its punishment, and 
many others would have had steady work at 
fair wages who now will have to walk the 


streets vainly seeking an opportunity to toil. 


Tue Tarom persistently has been the 
friend of the working classes. Through a 
long eourse of many years it has set before 
its readers statements of the conditions which 
are ¢ssential to plenty of employment at 
good wages. It as shown that the labor en- 
gaged in production, including that used in 
getting out, shdping, and transporting the 
raw material, and the labor share in the 
cost of the buildings, machinery, etc., re- 
quired for the different processes, amount to 
nearly all the wholesale price of the finished 
prodyct, the relatively small remainder being 
a profit without the hope of which the em- 
ployer would noymore hire labor than the 
toller Would wörk without alsurance of 
wages. It has shown. that when the selling 


prices of products are depressed wages must 
be correspondingly low, and that when theré - 


is a good demand at good prices for the prod- 


ucts ot labor many workinengwill be employed 


at correspondingly good wages. It has stated 


that '* striking,” to damage enployers, nor . 


even arbitration, cannot force the employer 
to undertake contracts at prices ‘which he 
knows would net him a loss, and that strik- 
ing does not improve his ability to pay 
highér wages, but on the; coutrary reduces 


that ability to the extent to which: the n, 


injures him. 
Tun Tao has „Arend a policy of 
fair and adequate protection tohome industry. 


‘as the best means of enabling employers to 


hire many workers at fair wages, and ‘insisted 


that the coercive strike is the very-worst rem 


edy the workers could possibly apply to a 
depressed business and labor market which 
do not admit of the payment of high wages 
without loss to the person baymg them. 

The labor agitators, the jawsmiths who run 
the trades unions to their own pfofit without 
r@erence to the good of the members, take 
no heed to these sound principles, They 
preach that the employer is the enemy of the 
toilers, that he is a bloodsucker who cheats 
them out of their lawful dues; and that they 
are justified in resorting to any measures 
which will give them a chance to down him. 
The incite to combination in order to make 
fat affices for themselves, und then urge the 
men to strike so that they can refain those 
places and attain a*prominence by which 
they hope ultimately to ride into political 
office. They dislike Taz TrRipung because it 
exposes their evil aims: and . methods, 
though they well know that it ig purély 
disinterested in the advice it gives to 


the men, as it never has had any differences 


with its employés that could not be settled 
by arbitration. When the workmen are able 
to gee from the disastrous’ results of this 
Debs and other strikes that their professional 
agitators have been their worst enemies they 
will come to understand that Tus Tärnunn 
has been their best friend and that it safely 
may be trusted when it advises them to let 
strikes alone if they wish to avoid greater 
misery than that which they suppose them- 
selves to be suffering in times of industrial 
depression. 


THE POWER OF THE PRESIDENT. 

It's an ill wind that blows nobody good.“ 
Debsism has taught the people that the Na- 
tional Government ean protect their com- 
mefce and their right to travel from State to 
State. It has taught them that they need not 
look to cowardly Governors or weak muni- 
cipal officers alone for the protection of those 
rights. It has taught them that their national 
constabulary, the regular army, can go wher- 
ever its services are needed without the re- 
quest and even against the wishes of a recreant 
Governor. The people will make another 
discovery in time if political State officials are 
derelict in the discharge of their duty. United 
States troops have been used this month pure- 
ly to enforce United States laws. An emer- 
geacy may arise when it will be necessary to 
use them without a Governor’s request for the 
protection of the citizens of a State where no 
Federal law has been broken. The Constitu- 
tiom says: 

The United States shall guarantee to every 
„% State in this Union a republican form of 
„government., and on epplieation of the Leg- 
‘‘islature or of the Executive (when the Leg- 
“islature cannot be convened) against do- 
„ mestic violence.“ 

Supposing the row at Cripple Creek, Colo., 
had gone a little farther than it did, and actual 
war had begun. The Legislature was not in 
session: Supposing Bloody Bridies Waite 
had not put down the rebellion then and had 
mot asked the President to do so, though the 
State was convulsed with domestic violence. 
Then it would be the duty of the President to 
intervene, even though not asked to do so, in 
order that the republican form of govern- 
ment of the State might be preserved and its 
citizens protected. 


THE HAMMOND LAW AND ORDER PLOPLE 

The law ana order people of Hammond, 
Ind., in spite of eats of boycott and of 
bodily injury made by the Debs strikers and 
rioters at that place, have held a large public 
meeting and passed ringihg resolutions de- 
nouncmg the Mayor, the Sheriff, and the po- 
lice for their cowardjy action in truckling to 
thé mob, for their sympathy with law-break- 
em, and for their open encouragement of 
vidience and incendiariem, The law and or- 
der men have gone still further by organizing 
an association to be kgown as the Hammond 
Committee of Public Safety, which in the 
future will inaugurate measures for the exeou- 
tion of the law and for the preservation of the 


public peace. The citizens assembled at this 


meeting repudiated the disloyal sentiments 
expressed by the strikers at their meeting 
ich was presided over by the Mayor, and 
denounced his absurd and impotent order to 
the regulars to leave Hammond. They placed

IMPORTANT LESSONS TAUGHT BY DEBS’ 


INSURRECTION. 

The Debs insurrection and the putting down 
of it have been expensive, The people and 
the railroads have suffered. Much property 
has beep destroyed and commerce has 
suffered and business has been disorgan- 
ized. The General Government, the State, 
and the city have run up heavy bills of ex- 
perises. Yet after all the lessons of the strike 
are worth all they gost. The most profitable 
learning and that’which is never forgotten is 
that which is the most expensive/ 

As the result of the Debs conspiracy and 
the losses it entailed the people have learned 
‘the invaluable fact that the powers of their 
National Government to crush domestic dis- 


orders are greater than they had believed they 


were, and that they are not wholly dependent 
on municipal or State agencies for protection 
against such attacks as those of the last three 
weeks, This isfan unexpected consequence 
of that strike of the Pullman employés which, 
when it began, seemed such gn insignificant 
affair to the getieral public, As the Apostle 
ne “"Behold how great a matter a little 
firé kindleth.“ When Mr. Pullm&n refused 
ta arbitrate the wage question he did not do 
s in order tliat the unthought,of reserve 
powers of the National Government might be 
brought to light, but that is what has hap- 
peed. „ Man proposes, but God disposes.” 

Debs, flushed Frith his victory over Jim 
Hill's road, was looking around for a chance 
to pick a fight with other railroads and 
smash them: He saw this disagreement be- 
tween the Pullman company in ita car-mak- 
A capacityMnd its workingmen. He thrust 
himself inte that dispute and made it the pre- 
text for a boycott disruption of twenty-three 
Chicago roads. Debs thought there was 
eternal giory and profit there for him, and no 
danger: He believed, agidid the other labor 
leaders, tat if they boycotted all the Chicago 
roads and made that tie-up effectual by physi- 
cal violence they had no interferenee to fear 
except from political Mayors like Hop- 
kus ho seek to, be reélected, po- 
litical "> Sheriffs who wanted other 
offices, and demggogical Governors 
who wanted to go to the Senate. The people, 


too, supposed that they could get no protec- 


tion except from those unsatisfactory agen- 
cies for such a boycott of their business, and 
that the President and the General Govern. 
ment could step in to aid them only when 
asked by the Governor of a State. Every- 
body, lawyers and laymen, assumed that Fed- 
eral troops could not be ordered into a State 
to enforce Federal laws or protect inter-State 
commerce without the request of the Gov- 
ernor except when the State was in actual re- 
bellion. 

So Debs began his war with a light heart, 
He threw everything into confusion and up- 
roar from the Pacific to Lake Erie. Travel 
Chicago was 
the chief sufferer. 
were pessive, apathetically looking on and 
flothing. They did not disperse mobs 


equally inert and treacherous. There seemed 
to be no relief. Suddenly the lawyers found 
out tliat! there were laws under which the evils 
could be dealt with so 
far as national duties were involved. It was 


disogvered that the inter-State commerce law, 


while passed to curb railroad corporation in- 
terference with inter- State commprce, applied 
to any conspiracy to hamper, impede, or stop 
that commerce, They found that when it was 
necessary for the enfotcement of a Federal 
lav the President of the United States could 
send the troops of the United States into a 
State, or could call out the militia of that 
State, or could call out the militia of other 
States and send them into the State where the 
trouble was and put it down, They found 
other laws which strengthened the hands of 
the General Government in restoring order 
and affording protection. 

Debs pushed his strike, The rallroads ap- 
pealed to thd United States courts. They 18 
zued injunctions which. were disregarded, 
They appointed Deputy Marshals, who were 
jeered at and .assaulted. The strikers, not 
knowing what was coming. gaid, ** To h—ll 
with the injunctions.” Then the judicial au- 
thorities asked the President for assistance. 
He ordered troops here, first from Fort Sher- 
idan. 
by surprised strikers and demagogues. The 
Anarchist Governor of this Stute called on the 
President to withdraw his troops. He said 
there were no disturbances and no need of 
their presence. The Mayor was opposed to 
their presence.{ Governors like Waite. and 
Stone of Missouri uttered their wild protests. 
But Cleveland did not back down. He or- 
dered more troops hére and he pointed to the 
laws which made it his duty to do so. 

Then the political and labor demagogues 
began to see there was a God in Israel.“ 
The Governor commenced hustling around. 
The Mayor raised more police, though he ab- 


‘| stained from giving them orders to club or 


shoot rioters. He asked for and quickly 
got five regiments of State guards, When it 
was found out that the powers of the Presi- 
dent wére broad enough to enable him to call 
out the arms-bearing men of the United States 
if necessary to crush the Debs insurrection 
then the smaller officials felt it was necessary 
for them to pretend to do something. As for 
the labor leaders, they own up now that they 
are whipped...

The “usurpation of power which should be 
condemned by all liberty-loving Americans 
is not thé putting down of riots, the prevent- 


ing of robbery, wholesale destruction of prop- q 


erty, and personal assault, but the assertion 
of right. tg prevent any man from working at 
a lawful occupation on terms which are agree- 
able to himself and his employer. That is a 
usurpatign, which is destructive of personal 
liberty, WMiether done by an organized trades 
union ofa mob, It isa denial of the most 
fundamcatal right of the citizen to gain a 
livelihoc 1 for himself and family by honest 
toil in@jituation which he finds vacant and 
which hg is given the opportunity to fill, The 
working:nen who deny this right to others 
are sot struggling for freedom, but 
favoring tyranny of the worst kind, 
one which may have been thought “all 
right“ under the despotic governments of old 
times, but cannot be tolerated by a people who.

On such occasions he some- 

times exhibits to hig comrades a time-worn 

Confederate *‘ shinplaster”’ of the denomina- 

tion of $20. Scrawled.across the back of the 

bill in a large flowmg handwriting is written 
in ink the autograph of an ex-Confederate 

Colonel: If the genial General happens to 

feel in the right mood he will ‘smooth thdt 

dog-eared old “ shinpiaster’’ out on a table, 
remove the big 75% bat from the dome-like 
brow that crowns his fertile brain, and teil you 

a good story about the shinplaster and the 

dome-like brow, 

Gen. ‘Wagner a few years ago was the Di- 
rector of Public Works in Philadelphia. He 
was the first man to enjoy the honors and 
emoluments of ey) ye after it was cre- 
ated by the Bullett bill charter under which 
the Quaker municipality is now governed. It 
happened that during one of the summer 
months of his incumbency a lot of Pickett’s 
Virginia veterans. came North, accompanied 

y Gen. Pickett’s widow, and on the field of 

ettyaburg, where they had made their im- 
mortal charge, they held a reunion and 
fraternized with the boys ok Webb’s Phil- 
adelphia brigade, who had so gallantly met 
and repulsed their impetuous assault. They 
olasped hands over the Bloody Angle and 
beld a 8 mutual admiration so- 
ciety on spot where they had once fought 
hand to hand. Doing the fraternizing act 
was the way Gen. Wagner characterized it, 
for he isn’t so much given to post-bellum sen- 
timent as are some of his fellow. veterans. 

The Pickett eurtvivors, accompanied by 
their wives and daughters, were shown all the 
sights in Philadelphia, too, among them the 
big white marble elephant that blockades 
Broad and Market streets—the City Hall. 
General Wagner was sitting there in state in 
his official capacity. As he was introdueed to 
the various members of the Virginia party a 
gray haired but dapper little ex-Colonel 
stepped forward and grasped General Wag- 
ner’s hand effusively. 

So this is Gen. Louis Wagner?“ said the 
petit ex-Colonel, and then with a bow he pro- 
duced from his wallet an old $20 Confederate 
bill, and hoiding it toward the General, he 
said, in a tone loud enough to be heard by the 
entire party: General, your name is very 
familiar to me, and I have long owed youa 
debt which I have never heretofore had the 
opportunity to cancel. Permit me to cancel 
itnow. Ithink this sun will about square 
the affair.”’ 

Pardon me,“ Gen. Wagner retorted, 
pleasantly, but Ireally cannot accept this 
note at collateral for my obligation unless it 
bears your personal indorsement, Colonel.” 

“Certainly,” said the Virginian, entering 
into the spirit of the pleasautry, and seizing a 
pen from the General’s desk he inscribed his 
autograph across, the back of the bill and re- 
turned it with another profound bow, 

“And now, Colonel,” said Gen. Wagner, 
“sinee our little debt is so pleasantly can- 
celed you must be kind enough to tell me 
how in the world you came to be my debtor?”

| TRB’ SHARE OF LABOR IN INDUS. 


TRIAL ENTERPRISES, 


What.the Workingman Receives ‘ftom the 
Railways of the Country in the Way 
of Compensation for His Services - Un- 
willingness ofthe Totlers to Divide 
the Lossas of Business with ‘Capital— 
Wheat “Tribune” Correspondents Say.

Thesubject uppermost in every mind, the one 
that évery one is talking about, that all the 
newspapers are commenting on, is that of the 
great railway strike. In alt the articles pub- 
lished by the different newspapers cdmment- 
ing on the situation it seems to me there is no 
lucid explanation offered, no reason ned, 
great 
the . laboring clad. The 
papers say put them down sat what. 
ever cost, it- means anarchy, treason, 
defiance to the government; it affeéis com- 
merce, business, and mosi of ail it affects our 
comfort. All true; they should be ptt down; 
peace and order should and ought té be re- 
stored; but what will be gained dy that? 


Peace and order you say. Not by putting. 


them down in the way you propose. The fire 
will only be smothered in one place do break 
out again with more violence, perhaps, 1n an- 
other. This is too serious a thing to be trifled 
with lightly. It cannot be put down by force; 
the discontent and the rebellion are still there, 
and they will break out again. It is like 
some disease of the blood; you en- 
not drive away the eruptions by docfor- 
ing your face; you have to go to the 
root of the ,trouble—clear your blood 
and you will not be troubled with those un- 
sightly eruptions. So with the American 
laboring classes, Strikes have been of peril- 
ous frequency of late, and from a small band 
of men fighting fér what they believe to be 
their rights we have on our hands now a strike 

of such dimensions as needs to call out the 
regular troops to quell it and which defies the 

government itself. You blame the working 
men, call them Anarchists, and, locking on 

the surface of things, they surely are in the 

wrong. What right have they, bechuse they 

sympathize with workingmen like themselves. 

whom they believe to have been unjustly 

treated, to enter into a combinatiof against 

their employers, against whom they have no 
grievance, to injure commerce and ‘trade the 
way they have, and to affect the comfort) con- 

venience, and well-being of others? Are there 
not others who have rights besides thamselves? 
And are they in the right? They will 
answer yes, but how can they prove it? 


After the strike—and it will be over, it 


will be quelled, now the government has 
taken it up—and what have they gained by 
all their struggle? The greater proportion 
will be out of work, for it does not stand to 
reason that they will be again empioyed by 
the roads they have treated so nefariously. 
Some of them will be in * and the cars 
will run, Pulimans and all, operated by other 
and better men—and what have they gained? 
Nothing—and they have to live still and sup- 
port families, They may go on a strike again, 
but there will be still less to strike for than 


there is now. 


But I tell you the trouble lies behind the 
sympathy with the Pullman strikers; it lies 
behind the grievance that the Pullman strik- 
ers have; it is something deeper apd vaster 
than that. It is another expression af the old, 
old struggle of capital and lator tnd until 
that question is settled, until some; arrange- 
ment is made that places labor on ‘an equal 
footing with capital strikes wil 
the country will continue 
upset; commerce will 
be endangered: Capital means, in the rough 
sense, brains; labor means manual strength 
and often more brains than capital possesses. 
Why, then, should not labor be as fonorably 
considered as capital? Why should the labor 
er not have a share in that the success of 
which he IV to make? Why, to come to 
the root of the trouble, and since we are ask- 
ing questions, why, above all things, does the 
ase mon- 
strous spiders that spread their webs all over 
the land and suck the life (and with the Amer- 
ican people life and money are synonymous) 
out of the humbler classes? 4 

[The greatest momopolies of all are said to 
be the railway corporations. But ih that vast 
business labor receives the lion’s share of the 
income. Here are the facts: 

The railway statistics of the country for the 
year ending June 30, 1898. show that the ‘gross 
earnings of the roads, being money paid by the 
people who shipped freight and express matter, 
and by the people who traveled and by the gov- 
ernment for carrying mails, amounted to $1 ,220,- 
000,000. Of that large sum over $825.000,000 
went for operating expenses, nearly all of it be- 
ing paid to the 873,000 employés of the roads or 
to the employés of concerns which furnished the 
roads with equipment and supplies. Laboi got 


the lion’s share of the total receipts. . The stock- . 


holders and bondholders did not farb special 
well, for more than 61 wi cent of total stoc 
paid no dividends at all. More than 0 per cent 
of income bonds and 11 per cent of mortgage 
bonds paid no interest. | ‘ 

To come to facts—for a two nichts ride in 
a sleeping berth you pay about $3, sleeping 
accommodations only, and not counting the 
tips given to the porter and which insure you 
courteous attention from that dignitary, and 
yet you have no privacy, no comtort, you are 
cooped up in a little box where you cannot 
get a breath offresh air, and where it is im- 
possible to dress or undress with any com- 


fort, and yet for those accommddations (7) 


you pay as much as would insure yon a 
week’s board at a first-class hotel. Have you 
ever thought of that? The traveling public, 
as weil as the laboring classes, havea grievance 
against the railroads, but they have become 
so accustomed to paying these exorbitant 
prices that, though they may sometimes com. 
plain, it has never occurred to them to take 
any stand against them. The railroads are 
owned by monopolies, men who have grown 
cing rich off the hard earnings of 
other people, and it is a pitiful condition tha 
our laws are in that allow such outrages 
in a free land, for a 2 is against 
every principle of freedom.

Two of these correspondents are dependent 
on manufacturing for their trade, one on ag- 
riculture and manufacturing, one on general 
business, and one on farming. 

Colorado. 


From Colorado five replies were received. 
Four report their stocks smaller, one to the 
extent of 25 per cent less, and one reports 
stock as about the same as in previous years. 

Four say there is no increase in any particu- 
lar line of stoek and one says the only in- 
crease found was on goods outside of those 
which people are compelled to purchase. 

One of these firms will buy in August and 
one in September, two will buy oniy when 
goods are wanted, one has already bought to 
a considerable extent for the coming fall. 

Three regard the outiook as fair, two as not 
very good, and one says: We cannot expect 
— conditions until the silver question is set- 


These firms depend chiefly upon mining, 
manufacturing, farming, and railroads. 


Idaho. 


From Idaho two replies were received. The 
writer of one takes a gloomy view of circum- 
stances owning to the silver question, and re- 
gards the outlook for fall as not so good as 
usual. The other correspondent says his stock 
is larger owing to increase in capital, and 
thinks the fall outlook was never better. 

Montana. 

From Montana two replies were received, 
both of which state stocks to be about the 
same as last year. One reports a slight in- 
crease in the stock of staple cottons. 

One of these firms will buy in July and the 
other early in August. Both expect a fair 
trade and are dependent upon agriculture. 


THE WORLD’S GRAND OLD MEN, 


Remarkabie Iastances of Vitality Pre- 
served to a Great Age. 

Westminster Gazette: Mr. Gladstone’s 
splendid mental and physical powers serve to 
recall other celebrated instances in modern 
times where remarkable vitality preserved 
life far beyond the ‘ordinary span. Th: 
Titian, who spent all his life about a court, 
painted a fine picture at the age of 96. At 
99 he still retained his energy for work and 
undertook a large picture for the Franciscans. 
Unfortunately, he died of the lague in his 
100th year, or there is no knowing what 
he might not still have achieved. Michael 
Angelo, too, the most distinguished scylptor 
of the modern world, was working away most 
energetically in his 88th year. ut a truly 
surprising example of physical strength in a 

reén old age was witnessed in the case of 

nrico Dandolo, the famous Doge of Venice. 
This most illustrious member of a family 
which gave four Doges to the repub- 
lic was born in 1110 or 1112. After 
leading a most active life, and raising Venice 
toacondiuon of great power and magnifi- 
cenve, he subdued Constantinople in 1203, 
being then upwards of 90 years of age. He 
led his troops to the assault with irresistible 
foree and vigor, and lived for five years after 
this extraordinary feat, which is probably un- 
paralleled in the world’s history. 
rebillon, the French novelist, wrote his 
I Triumvirat” at the age of 81, and did 
not die till seven years after that. 
At the age of 83 Voltaire superintended 
the arrangements for the performance 
of his last tragedy, Irene. Frances Bur- 
ney, Mme. d' Arblay, was writing away brisk- 
ly at the memoirs of her father in her 80th 
year, and she survived for eight years after 
that. Benjamin Franklin, the great Ameri- 
can patriot, was in office as President of the 
State of Pennsylvania at the age of 82. He 
was ar old man when the Declaration of In- 
dependence, was signed, and he made a capi- 
tal joke on that occasion. Some one having 
said to him, You know, Franklin, we must 
all hang together in this matter,“ he instan- 
taneously replied, **‘ Yes, or we shall assured- 
ly all hang separately.”’ 

Coming to our country we find many ex- 
traordinary examples of longevity combired 
with the continuous exercise of the intellec- 
tuai faculties. Herrick lived to be 83; oid 
Izaak Walton wrote his beautiful Lives of 


| Donne,” ** Wotton,” ete., at a green old age, 


and died in 1683 at the age of 90; 
and John Evelyn of Diary” fame lived to 
be 86. Sir Isaac Newton rendered active serv- 
ice to the Royal Society as ite President 
when he was 83. Charles Macklin, the drama- 
tist and actor, author of The Man of the 
World,” lived to the patriarchal age 
of 107. Colley Cibber, another 
well-known dramatist, and sometime poet 
laureate, lived to be 86; and two of the late 
poet laureates, Wordsworth and Tennyson, 
were octogenarians, Joanna Baillie, stiil au- 
other dramatist, was writing vigorously in 
her old age, and lived to her Soth year. 

But if we wish to see what the intellectual 
faculties are capable of in the supposed “sear 
and yellow leaf, we need only turn to the 
works of that master of fine, nervous En- 
giish, Walter Savage Landor. Five scenes, 
or dialogues, being the last Imaginary 
Conversations’’ written by the poet, were 
produced between his 88th and Soth 
year; and one or two at least are worthy 
of their predecessors. Exceptional, indeed, 
and very wonderful was the lot of Landor, 
who carried the weight of 90 years with little 
loss of intellectual power, and that after much 
self-achieved greatness and seif-infli¢ted 
misery. The patriarchal poet so weakened 
himself by abstaining from food that death 
probably came at last earlier than it need 
have done. The celebrated Lord Lyndhurst, 
who was thrice Lord Chancellor of England, 
was thfeatened with blindness after he became 
an octogenarian. Like Mr. Gladstone, he suc- 
cessfully underwent an operation for catarrh, 
only in this case the courageous old man was 90 
years of age, and he spoke in the House of 
Lo afterwards. M.Juies Simon, the emi- 
nent living French statesman, is another oc- 
togenarian who is about to undergo an opera- 
tion for cataract. The great and versatile 
Lord Brougham entered into debate long 
after he was 80, and wrote more than one 
work after he was 83. The present writer 
conversed with him when he was 88, and he 
then seemed to have at his fingers’ ends a 
knowledge of public events at home and 
abroad. Victor Hugo, the illustrious, was in 
literury harness to the last: John Barnett, the 
composer, was vigorous till 87; and George 
— the historian, took horse exercise at 


The world has still some living examples of 
marvelous vitality. Gen. Neal Dow has just 
celebrated his 9Oth birthday. Another em- 
inent American, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
was born in the same yearas Mr. Gladstone, 
and is proud of the fact. In England we have 
the truly surprising case of George Miller, the 
founder of the Orpnan Homesat Bristol. Heis 
now in his 89th year, hale and hearty, and 
since he was 80 he has twice gone as far as the 
Antipodes. Earl Grey is still a sleepless po- 
litical critic at the promising age of 91, while 
Mr. C. P. Viiliers, the great tree-trader «and 
the Father of the House of Commons,” is 
— 25 5 to attend in Parliament at the age 
0 . 

Archdeacon Denison, Mr. Gladstone’s old 
antagonist, is still hale and vigorous in his 
Soth year, and we may recall an interesting 
fact connected with the late Sir Harry Verney, 
that at 90 years of age he ran a race with a 
number of men all upwards of 70 years of 
age and came off victor.

The Strike Has Turned Attention to In- 
dustrial Shares as the Safest Invest- 
ments=Sugar Trust May Not Get All 
the Senate Was Willing to Grant-Un- 
cle Sam’s Gold Steadily Growing Less= 
Many Roads. Likely to Be Compelled 
to Reduce Labor Forces.

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ing but the railroad strike centered at Chica- 
go. From day to day we have had conflicting 
reports of the progress made by the Debs 
crowd and of their failures and surrenders. 
Railway stocks have been at a standstill in 
the market. All the activity has been con- 
fined to three or four of the industrial stocks, 
more especially sugar trust, Chicago Gus, and 
whisky trust. These all have been going at a 
lively pace, though even in them transactions 


have not been large. 

The rise and fall of Debs have meant a great 
deal to Wall street, however much efforts 
may be made to disguise it. There has never- 
theless been a pretty well defined apprehen- 
sion in financial circles here that the Debs 
campaign might runand develop into some- 
thing of a great deal more consequence than 
at the start and on the. surface appeared 
either probable or possible. The supporters 
of speculation in the industrial quarter have 
been ardently proclaimmg that this strike 
makes it clear the only safety for investors is 
in letting the old railroad standbys alone and 
going into the trust stocks—the industrials. 
On this theory they went in and advanced 
sugar trust and Chicago Gas an@ some of the 
other stocks of the sort. 

Difficulties for the Sugar Trust. 

Meanwhile we have been following in a per- 
functory way the goings-on at Washington 
relative to the tariff. Most of the dispatches 
from Washington indicate that the sugar trust 
will bave some difficulty in getting all that 
the Senate conservatives were inclined to 
grant. According to these suggestions the ad- 
ministration suddenly has become decidedly 
adverse to the program of Senator Brice, 
Senator Gorman, and the rest of that crowd, 
and the House statesmen are likely to have 
President Cleveland's support in insisting 
upon m more stringent reductions in 
duties than this Senate voted for. Wall street 
does not, however, lose sight of the fact that 
in any reductions which are levied upon the 
general lists there is a prospect of etter 
things for the sugar trust, for if tax revenues 
do not come largely from ores and wools 
there must be naturally a reversion to the 
Senate program of extra taxes on sugar. 
This. of course, will be directly and heavily 
iu favor of the sugar trust. 

The millionaires who are identified with 
the sugar dea! are not, it may be well to re- 
member, very agreeably disposed towards 
the whisky trust. If the sugar trust gets 
what it wants the whisky trust will be disap- 
pointed. At least this is the way Wall street 
looks at it, and it was upon this theory that 
the professional speculators of the Stock Ex- 
change who have been booming sugar rushed 
in yesterday and sold down Distillers’ stock a 
couple of points or more. We have heard a 
good many statements during the week as to 
the status of the whisky trust. Friends of the 
property have been insisting that big profits 
are close at hand and that the present stock 
market quotation is much toolow. Insiders 
apparentiy have believed this. They have 
been the big buyers of the stock every time it 
has shown weakness. 

Treasury Situation Uuimproved. 

In its devotion to the Debs railroad strike, 
Wall street has been wholiy negligent of the 
serious situation of the Treastry Department. 
The situation of the Treasury does not im- 
prove. Goid exports do not go on in any im- 
portant way at the moment, but there is no 
substantial reason for believing the move- 
ment is over. Upon the contrary, significant 
suggestions come from conspicuous banking 
quarters of a likelihood that these gold ex- 
ports will run into much larger figures. If 
they do, trouble in our Treasury Department 
cannot be avoided, for already the govern- 
ment’s gold figures are away down under 
where they ought to be, and every ounce of 
the yellow metal sent abroad makes a direct 
drain upon the National Treasury. It looks 
asifno sort of financial relief can be ex- 

ted from Congress. The statesmen at 


Vashington are disinclined to do any- 
thing. which will have even the sem- 
blance of affording relief or as 


sistance to the wicked interests of Wall 
street—and whenever you speak of bonds in 
Washington the immediate conviction of 
every Congressman is that Wall street is up 
to some new game of preying upon the pub- 
lic. Under these conditions we are bound 
sooner or later to get ourselves as a govern- 
ment into serious snarls. 

At the woment the average man insists that 
the stock market and the whole commercial 
and financial world will begin to reap bene- 
fits just as soon as the tariff bill is out of the 
way—that then we shall be entered upon a 
perfect millennium, Such hopes as attach to 
this notion help the bulls in the stock market 
to keep prices fairly steady. If there is going 
to be a tariff bill at all—which is exceedingly 
uncertain—the final enactment of it will be 
likely to exert sc mething else than a rampant- 
ly buoyant influence, 

With the tariff bill out of the way, the most 
effective bull argumeat now current will be 
disposed of. Hopes by the wholesale are 
hung upon this tariff bill peg. With that out 
of the way, without the opportunity to look 
forward to it and bank upon it, Wall street 
will have no certain object ahead upon which 
to base pleasing prospects. Railroad earn- 
ings are, of course, worse and worse. The 
Debs strike has brought most of the big West- 
ern railroads to a standstill so far as income 
has been concerned, and traffic figures can 
not furnish much encouragement to anybody. 


Roads Must Reduce Expenses. 


One of the effects of the strike will un- 

doubtedly be heavy reductions in the fixed 
labor accounts of most of the big roads, and to 
that extent will help net earnings. You can: 
hear this talked about and quoted asa bull 
argument in Wall street,—though it does 
seem that people who rely upon such founda. 
tions for their bullishness are in sorry straits 
for confidence. 
Europe has not been selling many Amer- 
ican stocks, though the exaggerated reports 
of strike anarchy cabled to the other side can 
not have failed to spread a good deal of un- 
easiness among foreign jnvestors. The fact 
that the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
directors felt impelled to adopt a resolution 
this week saying that further dividends on the 
stock of their road could not now be pru- 
dently paid will be likely to exert 
more influence than the strike news 
did. Louisville is largely held on the 
other side, as is New York Central, Illinois 
Central, St. Paul, Pennsylvania, and a num- 
ber of other conspicuous stocks upon which 
the foreign holders are drawing fixed divi- 
dends. It will be some tine betore any of the 
other big roads whose securities are listed on 
the other side are called upon to act again 
upon dividend policies, but as things how iook 
they are almost sure—many of them—to fol- 
low the Louisville’s example. If they do we 
will have to stand under an avalanche of long 
stocts from the other side. With money as 
cheap as it is now large lines of stocks can be 
carried without much risk of expense. It wiil 
not require, however, much of a flurry in loan 
rates to change all that. 

Fora man willing to be patient and who 
does not believe that millenniums come over 
night there is a sure profit, and a profit that 
wil not be little, in selling some of the gilt- 
edge stocks which up to this time have suf - 
fered no liquidation. The market is full of 
things that are cheap—but there are bargains 
which may be had without any wild harum- 
scarum race after them. They are likely to 
be quite as much within reach a month from 
now or six months from now as they are at 
present.

The town 
seems to be full of them. Soldiers on thé 
Lake-Front. Soldiers all about the Postoffice. 
Soldiers perched along all the railroad tracks, 
Soldiers too thick to count in the Stock- Yards 
district. They seem to have brought their 
tents, to stay with us all summer. 8 

Probably both the best and the worst place 
to see the troops isdown on the Lake-Front. 
It is the best because nearly all the regular 
troops are there and the woret because no one 
is allowed to cross the street to look at them. 
Until Saturday not even newspaper men were 
allowed through the lines, and the contents of 
that camp were something of a mystery. At 
different times the following trpops have oc- 
cupied quarters in the Lake-Front eamp..,

Four troops of the Sixth Cavalry from Fort

In all six regiments of United States 
troops, consisting of thirty-two companies, 
are on duty in Chicago. Gen. Miles has 
consistently refused to nake public the exact 
umber of men at his disposal, but it is prob- 
ably 2,000 men. To command these troops 
there are 137 officers, Many of these were 
away on leave and reported to-Obicago- asking 
to be sent out on service,

Right up on top of the Auditorium tower— 
not where the gallery is, butup among the 
flagpoles and signals—is the army signai post. 
From that perch the signals can be clearly 
read by commanders a mile away and thence 


transferred to any point desired. A telegraph 


wire runs the full length of the Lake-Front 
camp. connecting with headquarters tent and 
with Gen. Miles’ office on the fourth floor of 


- thé Pullman Building. From there every move- 


ment of the troops is directed. The . position 
of every company in the field is marked on a 
big map by pins bearing little banners, and 
the General can tell at a glance just where his 
men are. 

The Lake-Front camp is as big a one as 
many of even the regular officers ever saw. 
It is laid out like a town and managed likea 
man-of-war. Troop C of the Third Cavalry 


oOocupies the position to the extreme south of 


the park. Next to it is the big camp of the 
Ninth Infantry, which is side by side with the 
Fifteenth from Fort Sheridan. Troop K of 
the Seventh Cavalry is camped near the 
statue of Columbus. Three cannon are 
laced on this declivity. Troop G of the 
hird Cavalry and a formidable battery of 
Hotchkiss guns occupy the other side. Troop 
E of the Third Cavalry and the Fort Sheridan 
guns defend each side of the Art Museum, 
There is not — 1 tary Hi te 
Everyth from ospita nis to 
guns, . been laid out for business. About 
the only show feature of the camp is guard 
mount. The ceremony of guard mount is 
one of the most interesting prescribed to the 
army. The term “guard mount is 
a heritage that has come down 
to the troops of English-speaking 
nations from long ago. In its original 
use guard mount meant. the changing 
of the guard in watch-towers and upon ele- 
vated positions. The soldiers mounted to 
their posts. Guard-mount still means the 
changing of the guard, but there are fewer 
towers for the. sentinels to climb into than 
two centuries ago. ‘ Usually the operation is 
executed at 9 o'clock in the morning, al- 
though there is no cast-iron rule and after- 
noon may be selec

Promptly at the bour trumpeters sound 
the assembly and the three or four men from 
each company, who have been chosen for 
guard duty, march to position, each platoon 
led by a Sergeant, who inspects and verifies 
the men.

shooters and crooked sabers and stumpy car- 


and caps set cockily over their left = reg- 
ulars who look ht ahead and say noth- 
ing; and young men who have nét been 
taught that it is a crime to call a Lieutenant 
by his front name. It is all military in the 
extreme and some of the inhabitants do not 
like it. But they are not offering any loud 
objections. 

In the Stock-Yards country there are now 
three camps, two of them bemg formally es- 
tablished military posts. Inside the yards 


proper is one detachment under command of 


Maj. John McFadden of the Sixth Infantry, 
I. N. G. Here are three companies of the 
Sixth from Cambridge. Geneseo, and Galena; 
B Troop, First Cavalry, from Bloomington, 
and the Chicago Hussars. This is the small- 
est camp of them all and is called Camp Dex- 
ter. though it is not an established post. 

Further down Halsted street, in a little ball 
park at the corner of Forty-ninth, 
the greater portion of the Secon 
Regiment, I. N. G., has set up 
its tents. With the segment is A Troop, First 
Cavairy, and Battery in ail considerably 
more than 800 men. This is Camp Wheeler, 
a post of the National Guard, Col. Moulton 
commanding. So much for the State troops. 

Two miles or more from the Stock-Yards 
Exchange, along Western avenue from Thir- 
ty-first to Thirty-fifth street, the regulars have 
established themselves where they can com- 
mand both the yards and the network of rail- 
road tracks to the west and southwest. Cam 
Miles they call it. Col. D. G. Gordon, Sixth 
Cavalry, U. S. A., commands. He four 
troops of his own regiment, brought from 
Fort Niobrara, away out in Nebraska; one 
troop of the *‘ Unlucky Seventh,” and one 
company of the Fifteenth Infantry, bath from 
Fort Sheridan; Battery F, Second Artillery, 
and Troop D, Third Cavalry, from Fort Riley, 
Kas.: 850 men all told. 

So whatever happens to the rest of Chicago, 
the Stock-Yards is pretty thoroughly guarded. 
There are enough men and guns on hand to 
clean up all the rioters from Evanston to Hege- 
wisch once they get going. These fighters have 
been coming for overa week now, and the 

eneral idea is that it will be long before they 

epart. Some of them have had work to do 
already, and they are all settling down for a 
long siege of it.

When 
a squad was relieved the men dropped along. 
side the rails and sl the ‘best way they 
could. There was no shade, but little 
water, and short rations. The days were 
blazing hot, so hot the air above the rails

At irregular intervals there came out from 
headquarters a scanty s of the everlast- 
ing ham sandwiches and a few cana of luke- 
warm coffee, No other. rations.- Once some 
of the boys captured a few chickens that were 

icking about the elevator, and once Maj. 

n sent a detachment out and bought 
enough fresh beef to give every man a square 
meal. But the rest of the time it was ham 
sandwiches. The constant tramping blistered 
the feet of the pickets cruelly; some of them 
were almost disabled, men were 
obliged to drink sparingly of what water 
they had in their canteens for fear of sick- 
ness, and to guard against sunstroke some of 
them extemporized miserable shelter tents 
with blankets stretched. over their muskets, 
stuck bayonet downwards into the grass. 

They had plenty of danger, too. When 
they first arrived at the tracks a surly crowd 
was hanging about hunting for trouble. A 
deliberate bayonet charge scattered this 
crowd like so many yellow dogs. But the 
roughs kept coming back, cursing from a 
safe range and telling what they “hy sean to 
do. Logan was warned that ept his 
men there Saturday night not one of them 
would get back to camp alive. re were 
skulkers ing about the track all 
night. In the daytime the  Anarch- 
ists openly boas they would burn 
the switch tower, which they had 
overlooked and clean up the soldiers along 
with it. One of these loud talkers exasper- 
ated Lieut. Eddy by his curses. He went out 
of the ranks and made for the fellow. One 

ood smash stood the orator on his head. 

hen he got up he was looking into Eddy’s

“Now,” said Eddy, throwing in a few 
Stock-Yards pet names, you move, and 
move fast.

At 6:30 o’clock Monday Maj. Logan was 
ordered back to camp. His men had stood 
nearly sixty hours continuous duty of 

most exasperating kind. The other 
detachments of National Guardsmen 
in the Stock- Yards district have been domg 
just about the same sort of work. It is no 
holiday affair, this skirmishing with strikers. 

But once the slow machinery of the State 
got itself to moving better provision was 
made for the comfort of the Second.

They were 
immediately sworn in as Deputy Mar- 
shals and assighed to Col. Turner’s 
headquarters for special duty. Tuesday and 
Wednesday they did patrol train eervite. 
Thursday they sent into the city from Pull- 
man for their horses and since then have acted 
in the capacity of scouts, roaming all over the 
territory in and about Pullman, Burnside, 
Fordham, Grand Crossing, Kensington. River- 
dale, and South Chicago, clear to the Indiana 
State line, going wherever Col. Turner or- 
dered. This.service has been most valuable 
to the officers of the First Regiment and the 
troop has received many compliments upon 
its work. 

The men are armed with Colt’s army re- 
volvers and carbines. The dress is the fa- 
tigue uniform of the society with the addition 
of a cavalry hat. Real business has been the 
order from the start. The men have fared as 
has the First Regiment. The horses have 
been stabled in Pullman out of doors. The 
orders have been received and obeyed in the 
same manner as though the troop belonged in 
Vol. Turner's command.

| As the rations are cooked they are por- 
tioned out on buge granite iron platters and 
borne away by the company Commissary 
Sergeants to their details and to the men in 
their tents. Each company is supplied with 
its own plates, knives, forks, and tin cups. 
The coffee is served in five gallon cans. 
There is little style about it all, but 
every man has plenty, If any company 
commissary finds his ration supply short 
he has a standing invitation to march his de- 
tail back and load up again. The only ra- 
tions so far served qut by the State were 
8,800 loaves of bread and a quantity of in- 
destructible hardtack, to which the men did 
not take kindiy. But Quattermaster Lass has 
full authority now to purchase whatever pro- 
visions the regiment needs.

Irishman has followed a profession the ex- 
iwtence of which is known only to the few 
men who have occasion to need his services 
and those who come in personal contact with 
him. His general headquarters are at the 
street car barns, where he bunks, Four 
o'clock of every morning, rain or shine, finds 
him out upon the street armed with his big 
ring of keys, his trusty stick, and,in the 
season of long nights. with a dark lantern. 

If his task should once go undone hundreds 
of early 1 on the grip cars wouid 
feel the effect of such a failure, for Patsy is 
the alarm clock for scores of conductors who 
take the first cars out of the barns. However, 
there seems to be small chance for such a 
contingency, for Patsy is far more reliable 
than any alarm clock yet invented, and it is 
safe to say that a general failure on his part 
would shake the faith of the conductors in 
the reliability of the sun, moon, and stars. 

Chicago is prebminently the city of grip 
cars, and another species of night workers 
connected with the great grip lines may also 
be said to be peculiarly a Chicago type. He 
is the cable repairman and may be seen as 
soon as the cables stop running—at about 
midnight or shortly after. There is scarcely 
a corner around which the cable makes a turn 
where these men, in groups of four or five, 
may not be seen working with their tripod of 
hoisti pulleys and flaring torches from 
midnight until broad daylight. ~ 

A group of these workmen squatting in the 
middie of the street, working jackserews and 
drills by the light of a half dozen tonches, pre- 
sents a striking similarity to an Indian en- 
campment and but little imagination is re- 
quired to conjure the frame of the tripod into 
the likeness of the bare poles of a wigwam. 

It is as rough, heavy, and dirty work as ever 
furnished honest toilerg a means of livelihood, 
and it requires not only the exercise of much 
muscle but also no small amount of judgment 
and skill, for upon the thoroughness of their 
work depends; to a large degree, the safety of 
the thousands of passengers who ate whirled 
about the corners from early morzing until 
late at night. To pack the great guy wheels, 
oil all the points of, friction underneath the 
surface, and tighten every nut and bolt is the 
principal and routine duty of these grimy but 
picturesque prototypes of Tubal Cain. 

The active operation of the Chicago Univer- 
sity revives in this city still another class of 
those who gain their livelihood by honest 
work while the great mass of people are en- 
joying their sweetest hours of slumber, This 
night-worker skirts dangerously hear both 
twilight and dawn, and snatches bis scanty 
hours of sleep between these two fleeting and 
fantastic periods. Heis armed at evening 
with a torch-tipped rod, but his guiding light 
is ambition and his motto Excelsior.“ In 
other words he is the student lamplighter, and 
the dream of future achievement always sheds 
a halo over his darkest path, as he zigzags 
from one lamp to another, lighting or ex- 
tinguishing them as the case may be. 

The number of students who worked their 
way through the old Chicago University by 
this means is legion, and their henorable race 
is being revived from among the iattendants 
upon the new and greater institution. 

Among the students who followed this pro- 
fession during the closing duys of the old uni- 
versity was a young man who nowisa mem- 
ber of a prosperous law firmin the Chicago 
Opera-House block. Should some of the 
clients of this thrifty and amtitious young 
lawyer chance to arise early enough and make 
a careful scrutiny of the lamplighter in a cer- 
tain district they would probably be 
greatly surprised, and if they hel fastidious 
ideas concerning the difference between the 
dignity and respectability of manual and pro- 
fessional labor they would daubtless be 
shocked, for they would recognize in the 
lamplighter none other than the prosperous 
young lawyer. He likes the exercise, has no 
— 3a against adding a month to his 
legal income, and has, consequently, not yet 
reached the place where he choases to relin- 
quish the eld lamp-lighting beat which fur- 
nished him the “ sinews of war for his uni- 
versity course. What city beside Chicago can 
boast of a man who is at once both lamplight- 
er and lawyer, and who is prospefous in both 
vocations? ~

amusement patronage since the commence- 
ment of the strike to meet the running ex- 
penses of any first-class house to further 
maintain an expensive organization with 
no view of improvement in public patronage 
would be obvidusly unwise. In this view the 
directors of the Schiller Theater company 
acquiesce.” 

‘The principals of the company have dis- 
played a degree of energy and faithfulness 
highly commendable, and the scenic acces- 
sories have on the Whole been genuinely 
creditable. The first two operas staged, 
“The Beggar Student” and “The Black 
Hussar, wete accéptadle in result and 
marked by unusual animation and vivacity, 
Aside from these performances, however, and 
because of endeavor to produce an opera each 
week, the outeome was, quite naturally, un- 
satisfactory. Constant rehearsals and nine 
public presentations weekly, aside from the 
study necessary to freshén or learn a role each 
week, is not within tne limit of human nature. 
Public rehearsais resulted when public pres- 
entations were intended. That the forces 
employed were capable of agreeable presenta- 
tions under proper conditions the first two 
productions evidenced. That these condi- 
tions were not preserved is as likely as any 
other the cause of season’s curtailment, 
although existing conditions within the last 
ten days contributed unusual andaggravating 
obstacles.

Tschaikowsky’s diary appeared first in 
print in the Russian monthly, Russky West- 
nik. The following extracts are taken from 
the German translation appearing. in the 
Musikalischer Wochenblatt, and relate to the 
visit of the Russian com r to Germany. 
This journey brought Tschaikowsky to Berlin 
toward the end of December, 1887, where he 
came to conclude definite arrangements with 
the directors of the Philharmonic orchestra 
for a series of concerts, programs of 
which were to be made up of his own 
compositions. These arrangements, how- 
ever, never reached a settlement ow- 
ing sudden departure of the 
composer from Berlin because of 
unusual reasons. It appears that a concert 
agent, act in direct opposition to the 
wishes of Tschaikowsky, undertook to an- 
nounce the arrival of the composer with the 
additional information that all his friends 
and admirers would meet at a certain hour

An engineer may have the 
figures to substantiate this claim, but it is 
not apparent to the casual observer. For 
some miles up the res River the work 
may be practically completed, but for much 
of the distance across the work has been only 
commenced in places, cutting a channel here 
to a partial depth and reducing a mountain 
by terrace work there.

SUGGESTIONS FOR A SUMMER LUNCHEON. 


Seasonable Dishes That Will Tempt Even 
a Siaggzish July Appetite. 

The law of tbe eternal fitness df things ” 
should be applied in the gastronothic arts as 
well as in the highest ethics, and during the 
period of the fantastic heat of summer its 
expression is essential in the preparation of 


our food. a 

A lunch table that is arranged with cut 
gare on its snowy damask, with its porce- 
ain laden with cold and dainty trifles, whets 
the sluggish appetite under the prompt pleas- 
ure giver to the eye, says Harper's Bazar. 

A few flowers in a clear glass vase, in which 
a bottle of iced Apollinaris water has been 
—— make a charming point of color. 

stems of the flowers must be carefully 
chosen, having rich dark leaves upon their 
stalke. The bead from the Apollinaris 
water will settle on the leaves and give a frost- 
ed effect that is very pretty and suggestive. 

Lamb cutlets in mint aspic make a novel 
dish for the head of the table. Hither braise 
or roast the best end of a neck of lamb and 
when cold trim into daintily-shaped cutlets 
not too thick. Have — a pint of stift 
aspic jelly, flavored, a little r, and 
some French vinegar, besides ordi- 
nary flavoring, and when it is strained, 
but still liquid, mix into it four table. 
spoonfuls of finely-chopped mint. Pour 
a thin layer of this jelly, not more than the 
tenth of an inch deep, intoa flat shallow tin, 
and when it is thoroughly set place the cutlets 
thereon and pour more of quid mint 
jelly on them so as just to cover them. When 
itis set ahd stiff pass a sharp knife round 
the outline of each cutlet so as to cut it out 
from the surrounding jelly. Pass a cloth 
wrung out in warm water lightly under the 
bottom of the tin and the cutlets will be 
easily detached, each neatiy masked with 
jeily on both sides. Dish them ‘in a wreath 
round a mayonnaise of green peas or a salad 
of peas simply dressed with oil and tarragon 
vinegar. Chop up the fragments of jelly 
which remain in the tin and garnish there- 
with the base of the citlets. 

Tomato baskets are pleasing arrangements 
of a familiar attendant upon summer 
table at all its hours ol service. Cut horizon- 
tally in half the required number of ripe red 
tomatoes— round, smooth, rase- ones 
not mere than two inches in diameter should 
be used. Scoop out the interior with a tea- 
spoon and leave them to drain free from 
juice. When sufficiently drained, place in 
each a dessert-spoonful of mayonnaise sauce 
and fill up the tomatoes with chopped white’ 
of egg, the yelks rubbed through a sieve; 
boned and chopped anchovies ahd chopped 
olives either in layers, with the yeik of an egg 
on the top, or divided into the four quarters 
of the circle of the tomato, a caper being set 
in the center. Serve on fried croutons masked 
with mayonnaise, and stick a piece of parsley 
stalk across the tomato 80 as m the han- 
dle of the basket.

In the huge moat which was shut in from the 
lake, and on which the vessels of Columbus were 
to ride as in a harbor, are now bobbing up and 
down innumerable pieces of timber from the 
abandoned structure These have been put to- 
gether by the urchins into rude rafts on which 
they emulate theexample of the great discoverer, 
recalling two lines from Wolsey’s speech:

This many summers in a sea of glory.“ 

Once past the Spectatorium one finds embow- 
ered in green trees the: most lovely of all the 
World’s Fair buildings—the Art Palace, now, as 
the white flag on the central dome proclaims it. 
the “Field Columbian Maseum.” As from the 
foot of Hercules may be constructed the entire 
form, so from this creation of Atwood's genius 
imagination may build up the entire White City. 
The elements have thus far. respected the 
Art Palace. Even the winter’s Wind loved 
it so well it would ac “visit ite face 
too roughly.” In the lawus surrounding 
it the harmless gold of the dandelions is aisput- 
ing possession with the blades of grass. Stand- 
ing on the steps of the south landing, from which 
the Indian Rajah started on his voyage last sum- 
mer, one notices that the miniature lake is alive 
with fat colonists in the form of turtles, who 
poke their noses above the surface and then pre 
cipitately kick their heels at heaven as they 
dive. 

Westward the museum, as it is now called, 
stretches its columned way along the landscape 
now hidden and then revealed in its umbrageous 
environment. The blpe sky seems to bend more 
lovingly here than elsewhere, 


* 

One resumes the journey southward with a 
lighter heart; for whatever scenes of ruin may 
lie beyond, one has enjoyed a feast of beauty. 
The shore line of Jacksen Park curves inward 
like two horseshoes or bows, one sweeping from 
the summher-house to the British Building, and 
the second starting from this point to the Court 
of Honor. The beach is. paved, and the 
waters dash playfully up to 
of the two stone cups. 
and sand are being piled up here 
and there by waters which wish to reclaim 
to nature the shores that art has adorned. In- 
cluded in the first orporth bow of the esplanade 
is the Art Palace or Museum. Further south and 
to the right the medieval German Building lifts 
its decorated front with its suggestions of the 
storied Rhine; and one notices with composure, 
but not with enthusiasm, that the United States 
Government building maintains ite grave and 
stable attitude. 

One is now standing on the arched bridge be 
side the red brick British structure which dis 
couraged all familiar approaches during the life 
of the Fair and concentrated its energies in fitly 


supporting the royal standard of England. A. 


placard now staring from its main entrance, which 
is as firmly closed as it was formerly, announces 
it is in the hands of a real estate firm, and for 
sale.” A few yards from itis the petrified war- 
ship Illinois, which made no effort to save the 
Fair from destruction. But it is difficult for a 
stone ship to bestir itself. 


The lawn before the Government Building, on 


which the West Point Cadets performed their 
evolutions, stretches now into acres of empti- 
ness to tne south and west. Where the vast 
Manufactures Building once reposed its mam- 
moth length not one of its great columns and 
arches remains. Not one of those walls which 
might have sheltered armies was left standing. 
The huge iron framework has shriveled into some- 
thing which looks like the backbone 
of a leviathan retaining the contortions of its 
death agony. Towards the southwest rise the 
triple arches of the Terminal Building, preserv- 
ing a sort of barren dignity. 


* * 

Of the palaces that fringe the Court of Honor, 
including the Administration Building, which 
used to wear its electric-stadded dome at night 
as if it were a tiara, there is no vestige—not even 
a broken column to serve as monument. But 
there is one gleam of gold in that desolate land- 
scape. Itis the statue of the Republic, which 
the leveling of all the palaces has left in magnitfi- 
cent exposure. By it rises a rostral column sup- 
porting a statue of Neptune, a column fretted 
with the prows of Roman galleys—a column such 
as some victorious Emperor raised in Rome to 
commemorate his triumph. Behind in perspective 
are the spars of the old whaling ship which 
sleepd peacefully in ite inland haven, The Statue 
of the Republic grows more noble as one ap- 
proaches it, and its majesty is over- 
whelming. When it had to compete with 
the mighty outlines in the Court of Honor 
it was not so commanding as it is at present, 
towering out of a wilderness of ruins. The eye 
wanders from it tothe Egyptien obelisk which 
stood in the south lagoon of the Court of Honor. 
bearing the inscription in many languages tell- 
ing to what uses the Columbian World’s Exposi- 


tion was dedicated. Thus the Egyptian pillar, 


and the Roman column watch in company with 
the American goddess—the Republic. As one 
nears this glittering statue, guarded by its an- 
tique companions, it comes into full view. In her 
right band is the globe of Empire, but from 
the staff the Cap of Liberty has fallen. Still the 
figure is superb, and the surroundings throw into 
vivid contrast its saffron splendors. The Repub- 
lic! Thus may she ever stand, broad pedestaled 
upon a péople’s will, and like Cato’s figure of 
Justice, 
Unhurt amidst the war of elements, 

The wrecks of mattor. and the crush of worlds.”

THEY ARE THE LAST OF THEIR TRIBE. 


Texas Holds the Remnant of the Alabama 
Indians=Their Manners and Customs, 


Gatveston, Tex., July 2.—[Special Vorre- 
spondence, |—It is not generally known that 
there isa remnant of the once powerful tribe 
of Alabama Indians still located in Eastern 
Texas, in Polk and the adjoining counties. 
W. S. Cunnmgham of Livingston, who is in 
Galveston on a visit, furnishes some interest 
ing information regarding them. He says: 

“The remnant of the Alabama tribe, which 
migrated to the Trinity River region early in 
the present century, is a branch of 
the Creek Nation, and is intermixed 
with a few Coshattas and Muscogees. They 
speak three different languages. all evidently 
dialects of the Creek, and most of them un- 
derstand the Mobile tongue, or servite Choc. 
taw, which, like the French of Europe, was 
the universal language among the tribes and 
their usual means of communication with the 


whites, 

Tho remnant of this race now numbers 
about a hundred. Their crops are principal- 
ly cultivated for their own use, rather than for 
sale. Indian corn is the principal, although 
many of them plant potatoes, and all of them 
vegetables, and they usually fill their villages 
with fruit trees, During the season of culti- 
vation they remain closely at home, working 
industriously, and hunting only at such times 
as they have leisure from their crops. 

But nen everything has been gathered and 
housed, and the last crevice of their granaries 
is closed to exclude light andair asa guard 
against weevil, then comes the return to In- 
dian life and Indian enjoyment. They break 
up into nunting parties after the Arab fash- 
ion, taking with them their wives and chil- 
dren, their horses and tents, and household 
utensils, They seek the wild pine forests, 
away from the settlements, and work their 
way in the dense canebrakes along the rivers 
which white men rarely if ever penetrate. 
They soon fill their camps with game, and 
alone with themselves and nature, ever safe 
from the intrusion of a superior and conquer- 
ing race, they enjoy the realization of Indian 
life as it was before the white man discovered 
their country. When weary of the 
chase, or satisfied with its results, they return 
to their villages their horses laden with 
dried meat, deerskins to be dressed for the 
market, and bear’s oil in skins fos their own 
use or for sale. excursions occupy 
their time until the season comes for repair- 
ing their fences and making ready for their 
crops, when they all return home cheerful 
and contented to begin the routine for an- 


other year. 

Like other Indians they have that fatal 

passion for ardent spirits which seems 
destined to be their extermination. But it is 
generally kept within bounds, as they do not 
drink habitualiy. 4 constitutional depres- 
sion of spirits, to which they are peculiarly 
subject, oran overflow of social feeling on 
the reunion with friends returning from their 
gan, excursions. usually leads to a 
debau One after another is drawn in and 
the revel sometimes extends over two or 
three qays and nights.

‘Their small hands and lithe and 
agile forms glide through the cottor 
without breaking or otherwise inju it. 
As they pick by weight and are permit to 
choose their own time of work, this leaves 
them that freedom of action they prize so 
highly. They pick very neatly and carefully, 
attend strictly to the instructions of their 
employers, and in thie, as in all their relations 
with the whites who treat them kindly, are 
uniformly desirous to please.

Vera Cruz in 1864 bore the strangest of aspects. 
There were several French men-of-war in the har- 
bor, and immediately you landed you found your- 
self surrounded by military natives of la Belle 
ce, mi with more or less ragged Mexi- 
cans in striped sera or blankets and coach- 
wheel hats, ee women with ribosos or 
mantles of black cloth or silkily fine cotton drawn 
over their heads--the Mexican substitute for the 
mantilla of Old in— ther with shovel- 
hatted priests, muleteers, hatf-castes, Indians, 
mendicants, and dogs innumerable. The narrow 
and dirty streets of the town were patrolled by 
droves of zopilotes— black vultures of the turkey- 
buzzard genus, which hopped about. unmolested 
in the open and iferous gutters. In fact, their 
vast capacity for devouring carrion had caused 
the zopilotes to be placed under the immediate 
protection of the police. 

While in Mexico Mr. Sala and the friend 
with whom he traveled were threatened with 
kidnaping : : 

For the Don he meant to ask, he said, a ransom 
of $50,000. There was in his company, added 
“ El Aguador,” another person—an Englishman, 
whose name he could not gather, but who was 
fat.. For El Gordo, the 8 traveler, he 
should demand a ransom of $2,000. Take physic, 
pomp! Here was a rascally Mexican highway- 
man who not only alluded uncomplimentarily to 
my personal appearance, but contemptuously ap- 
praised me at the pitiful price of £400 sterling. 


Fast Life of the Past. 


From Mexico to the Strand is but a step for 
so experienced a traveler as Mr. Sala..

leases had but littie t. After trying sever- 
al agents, who successively threw up job 
of renting, Steinfeld did -not pay taxes or 
ground rent or insurance. The owners of the 
tee were finally obi to deolare a forfeiture 
of lease, take on, and the building 
in shape for renting, The building now be- 
ing in strong and free from legal en- 
tanglements is filling up with tenants.

Ne copy of the Chippewa legends, which 
were practically the religion of tribe, has 
ever been made and now probably never will 
be. The custom of handmg down the stories 
from father to son has fallen into disuse since 
the Indians have come more and more into 
contact, with civilization, and it is probable 
that many of the quaintand significant tales 
have died with the old chief. 

The character of 1 is shown, per- 
haps, more clearly than in any other incident 
in a statement made. not very long before his 
death to a visitor who had shown great kind- 
ness to man and who had been hon- 
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
